TO WAIT NO LONGER 


Will Hire individual Iron Workers 
and Hoisting Engineers.

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Men Who Break with Parks Faction | 


Will Organize a New Union to be 
Recognized by Interna- 
tional Body. 


Trades Rmptoyers’ Association at a special 
‘ ‘meeting yesterésy afternoon, in the Build- 
ing Trades Club, decided to force the issue 
with the unions who have rejected the arbi- 
tration agreement by pvtting into effect 
the resolution empowering the board to 
fix a time limit when union work must be 
resumed, under peralty of the employers 
miaking contracts with individual employes. 
In accordance with the resolution, the 
board yesterday instr®&ted the members of 
the Iron League to start work at once on 
all buildings. with any men they chose to 
employ, provided these men individually 
signed the agreement. The Hoisting Asso- 
cietion also was instructed to resume work 
to-morrow under the same conditions, A 
new union of house shorers and movers 
Was formed at 1,123 Broadway, the mem- 
bers of which will start to work on build- 
ings throvghkout the city. 

The instructions to the Iron League, 
which emplcys the structural iron workers, 
and to th: Hoisting Association, which 
employs the safety engineers, are in the 
nature of an ultimatum to the faction of 
the ._Housesmiths and Bridgemen’s Union 
which is controlled by Samuel J. Parks and 
to the Amalgamated Portable Hoisting and 
Safety Iingineers’ Unions. It is held that 
the rank ard file of these unions want to 
ge back to work and that a secession from 
their ranks will now take place. It is in- 
tended to form the seceders into unions, 
and in the case of the housesmiths the se- 
eeders will be looked on by the employers 
as the legitimate union. 

There were meetings all yesterday at 
1,128 roadway, the headquarters of the 

\ Employers’ Association, The Executive 
Committee cf the Iron League came in for 
eonsiderable criticism for recognizing 
Parks as a representative of the union 
when he cailed at the office of President 


Cornell of the league on Saturday. It was 
declared to be a false move, as Parks has 
all along been trying to get such recogni- 
tion, 1 order to hold his influence with 
the nnion. The meeting of the Board of 
Governors was attended by nearly every 
member of the board, and its action of 
yesterday Was unanimous. After the meet- 
ing I. HK. Prince said: 

We have been requested earnestly by 
so many individual members of cantons 
which have not signed the agreement to 
allow them to go to work that we consid- 
ered this action one of simple justice to the 
Workmen, ourselves, and the building In- 
dustry. It igs to be noted that in taking 
, this action we are conscientiously follow- 

out our original plan of working witha 

Asked why these three trades were par- 
ticularly selected for this action, he replied: 
~~ * It ia. knowledge of the con- 

tions in these trades makes it expedient. 

he sub-commit of the unions signing 
the tg pe which undertook to explain 
the plan of arbitration to the other unions, 
have canvassed these three and reported 
that they would not sign. As soon as othcr 
unions are reported on which will not sign, 
similar action will be taken. 

‘‘A big industry has stood the strain of 
idleness long enough. The capital is ready 
and the work is ready for an army of idle 
men, some of. whom are nearing the star- 
vation point. The men who return to werk 
will be protected amply.” 

It is Known that Frank Buchanan, Presi- 
dent of the International Association of 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers, does 
not agree with Parks in opposing the plan 
of arbitration. It is expected that the ma- 
jority of the structural ironworkers will 
join the new unfon, which will then he 
looked on as the regular union and will re- 
ceive a charter’ from the international 
body... Parks will then have only the ves- 
tige of a union to control. 

t was learned that one cause of the hold 
of Parks on his union was that all his «wn 
adherents. appear to be employed. About 
200 are working on the new Brooklyn 
bridge, the same number are on the sub- 
ie about 150 or 200 are with the George 
A. Fuller Company, and 200 or more work 
fer independent. contractors. Altogether 
about 1; out of 4,500 are working for 
non-association contractors. 

-The seven unions expelled by the Board 
of Building Trades met yesterday at a 
hall in Bightieth Street, near Second Ave- 
nue, and promptly organized a new board. 
It will meet to-morrow, when it will effect a 
permanent organization, elect officers, and 
adept a name. A member of the board suid 
after the meeting that the members of the 
following unions were working: Bricklay- 
ers and Bricklayers’ Laborers, Plasterers 
and Plasterers’ Laborers, Electrical Work- 
ers, Mosaic Workers, Brotherhood of .Car- 

ters, Cement Masons, Tile Lavers and 
elpers’ Unions, and the Amalgamated 
Carpenters’ Society. 

The old Board of Building Trades met in 
Breyoort Hall, Fifty-faurth Street and 
Third.Avenue, and appointed a-committce 
of five to try to get the unions which have 
signed the arbitration agreement to re- 
seind their action.

THe race was a record-breaker. Having 
spent Sunday morning in St. Paul, Mr. Fos- 
ter started for Chicago, but he arrived there 
just fourteen minutes too late to catch the 
“Twentieth Century,”’ which is the twen- 
ty-hour train between Chicago and New 
York.

The en- 
gine wheels of the special began to revolve 
on the instant ne had his foot upon the car 
steps, and ten seconds later he was flying 
after the ‘Twentieth Century Limited,” 
which had pulled out of the Chicago station 
just forty-nine minutes before. 

The limited stops at few stations, and so 
the special had to set a terrific pace in 
order to overtake it. Laporte, South 
Bend, Elkhart, Hillsdale, and Adrian were 
passed so rapidly that the figures of the 
railroad men on the station platforms 
seemed like mere blurs. The lonely trav- 
eler looked nervously over his time table 
and wondered whether he could make To- 
ledo on time. He must make that station 
or the race was lost. 

Just as the wheels of the limited’s engine 
were beginning to revolve, bearing the 
long train of Pullmans out of the Toledo 
station, the broker leaped from the front 
platform of his speetal car. He had been 
ready for the jump since he passed Hol- 
land, a station six miles to the west, and 
after sprinting over the few feet that 
separated him from the limited he was 
barely able to pull himself up on the steps 
of the very last parlor car. His special 
had run 235 miles—at $1 a mile. A-‘second

Perez y Soto.is against it, 
and Narvaez votes with ex-President Caro, 
the leader of the opposition to ratifica- 
tion. Valencia is undecided. and Campos 
has not expressed an opinion. Abaldia, 
Perez y Soto, and Uricoechea are Senators 
from the Department of Panama.

A public mass-meeting of taxpayers and 
other citizens of Union port, in the Bronx, 
which was held last night under the au- 
spices of the Citizens’ Imprdvement Asso- 
| ciation of the Annexed District, at Sehring's 
Hall, for the purpose of hastening the com- 

pletion of the Westchester Avenue Bridgt 

over the Bronx River, resolved itself into 
an-indignation meeting, at which Council- 
man Hyland roundly denounced President 

Haffen of the Bronx for being partly re- 
sponsible for the delay, to the cheers of over 

a thousand persons. So stormy did the 
| meeting become that it looked for a time 
; 48 though it would be unable to continue. 
| Police interference was finally necessary 
before order was restored. 

Several of the speakers stated that the 
Mayor had signed an agreement yesterday 
with the railroad company by which the 
city was to stand one-half of the expense 
of the bridge and the railroad company the 
other half. They said that it was a great 
step toward the development of the Bronx, 
and complimented the citizens of the bor- 
ough on the achievement. 

The Legislature passed a bill eight years 
ago which was signed by the Governor 
after being approved by the Mayor for the 
erection of a bridge over the Bronx River 
at Westchester Avenue, The tracks of tne 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road run parallel to the river at this point, 
and at a Gistance of 100 feet from it. The 
bridge, as it was.+ constructed, made a 
crossing of the tracks at the grade level. 

The electric railroad refused to !ay its 
tracks across the steam railroad tracks 
because of the risk to life. During all this 
time the people of the district cast of the 
bridge have been compelled to change cars

| Secret Service Men Said to Have Un- 
covered Whisky Frauds Here, in 

| Philadelphia, and Other Cities.

PITTSBURG, July 27.—As a result of a 
Searching investigation made by Secret 
Service operatives from Washington dur- 
ing the past two years, four Government 
guagers of this city recently were suspend- 
ed indefinitely. They are J. J. Mack, Will- 
iam L.. Medora, Raymond Jones, and R. L. 
Sheridan, who all protest that they are en- 
tirely innocent of any intentional wrong- 
doing. 

Simultaneously with the work done by 
the Secret Service men.in this city investi- 
gations weré conducted in New York, Bos- 
ton, Pittsburg, Buffalo, Cleveland, Chi- 
cago, St. Loyis, Cincinnati, New Or- 
leans, and the developments in those cities 

have also resulted in a wholesale suspen- 
alge of gaugers, 
hile the alleged frauds will not cost 
the Government a penny, the loss to re- 
tail liquor dealers in this and other cities, 
it is said, will amount to millions of dollars. 
Two years ago a Philadelphia saloon kecp- 
er, after emptying a barrel of whisky, no- 
ticed that the Government figures stamped 
on the barrel marked its weight at 70 
pounds. When he weighed the barrel, just 
as a matter of curiosity, he found that it 
actually weighed 82 pounds. He realized 
that he had paid for 12 pounds of whisky 
he had not received. He investigated fur- 
ther, and found that he had been swiniiled 
out of several hundred gallons of whisky 
in this way. 
He reported the matter to Washington, 
investigation that has been in 
progress several months has resulted in 
astounding developments.

President Diaz Decrees That Rates May 
Be Increased to Put Receipts on 
Stable Money Basis.

Dispatches were received in Wall Street 
from Mexico City yesterday to the effect 
that on account of the continued deprecia- 
tion of silver the Government had issued a 
decree granting such an increase in rail- 
road rates as will practically put the roads 
on the same basis as if their receipts were 

| in Mexican dollars worth 50 cents in gold. 
It had been expected for some time that

In it President Diaz declares that 
during the remainder of the present year 
railroads shall be authorized to make a 15 
per cent. increase in their tariffs, with the 
exception of the rates on corn, wheat, cot- 
ton, firewood, charcoal, coal, and articles 
of export.

CLUNG SIX HOURS TO 
UPTURNED SAILBOAT. 


Using Warden and Other Officers | Three Brooklyn Physicizns Faced Death 


as Shields They Escape. 


In a Desperate Fight a Guard Is Killed, 
a Turnkey Fatally Stabbed, and An- 
other Official Wounded—Militia 
Ordered Out. 


FOLSOM, Cal., July 27.—Thirteen des- 
perate prisoners confined in the Folsom 
Penitentiary made a successful break for 
liberty at the breakfast hour this morning. 
After a fierce fight in the Captain's office, 
during which William L. Cotter, a guard, 
was killed; C. J. Cochrane, a turnkey, was 
fatally stabbed, and W. C. Palmers, an- 
other prison officer, was wounded, the con- 
victs seized arms and ammunition and, 
using the Warden and other officers as 
shields, escaped. To-night it is believed 
thsy are making for the Bald Mountains. 
State troops ordered out by Gov. Pardee 
have gone to the scene. 

The convicts made their break for lib- 
erty about 7 A. M. They went to the office 
of R. J. Murphy, Captain of the guard, 
and seized Warden Wilkinson, his grand- 
son, Harry Wilkinson; Captain Murphy, 
and several other officers and guards. 

A desperate fight took place. The con- 
victs were armed with knives and razors, 
and with these they assaulted Warden 
Wilkinson and his officers. The Warden's 
clothing was slashed into shreds with a 
razor, but the blade did not touch the 
flesh. Turnkey Cochrane fought the con- 
victs with a chair, raining blows upon 
them right and left, Finally he was felled 
by a knife thrust in the back. Guard-Cot- 
ter was disembowled by a cut In the abdo- 
Was severely cut on the head. FPaimers 
was severely cut in the head. The floor 
of the office was covered with blood. 

The officers were easily outnumb¢red, 
anf were soon relieved of their arms. Then, 
using the officers as shields, the convicts 
started for the armory on the outskirts of 
the penitentiary grounds. They passed a 
Gatling gun on one of the walls, but the 
guards were afraid to shoot at the con- 
victs for fear of killing the prison officials; 

When the armory was reached officers 
there attempted to interfere, but were 
quickly overpowered, and the convicts, 
after fortifying themselves further with 
rifles, knives, pistols, and ammunition, 
made a dash for the country. 

The convicts, each armed vvith rifles, 
marched one on either side of Warden 
Wilkinson, who was threatened with death 
if he made an attempt to escape. The of- 
ficers were told that if any of the pursuers 
took the life of one of their number they 
would retaliate, Hfe for life. At Mormon 
Bridge, about a mile from the penitentiary, 
the Waraen, his grandson, and Capt. Mur- 
phy. were released and sent back. The 
others were marched along with the con- 
victs. 

Further on the convicts went to a farm- 
er’s house, seized his, four-horse téam and 


wagon, stripped the house of all its port- 
able valuables, took the farmer with them 
as a driver, and headed for Bald Motintaln. 


Evidently it is their intention to reach Ala- 
baster Cave, situated near this mountain. 
All the convicts are still at large. 

Among the officers carried off is General 
Overseer McDonough. Some fears are felt 
for his safety, as he bears the especial {ll- 
will of the convicts. 

Later in the day Gov. Pardee ordered 
Company H of Placerville to the scene 
and Company C, Second Infantry, of Ne- 
vada City was ordered to be in readiness. 

The several hundred remaining prison- 
ers made no attempt to get away, and 
were quietly returned to their cells and 
locked up. 

Warden Wilkinson was the first to return 
to the penitentiary. The convicts had 
taken his hat. Capt. Murphy appeared 
afterward, minus,part of his clothing, and 
later young Wilkinson came in. 

Warden Wilkinson gives this statement 
of the affair: 

“TI went up to the prison, as is my cus 
tom, to see the convicts eat their breakfast. 
I stopped at the Captain's office to wait 
for the wrisoners to walk out from break- 
f e were sitting in the office when 
the line made its ~ ee from the 
breakfast room. anc started for the 
grounds. Suddenly seven or eight of the 
prisoners made a rush from the line with 
razors and knives drawn, and came direct- 
ly for us. They were joined by others. 
I judge there were about fifteen in all. 

* Blood began to flow. I saw that it was 
hopeless to put up a fight against such 
odds. One of the convicts came up be- 
hind my back, reached over with a razor 
and tried to cut open my abdomen. You 
can see how my belt is split from end to 
end, and how my coat is hanging in shreds. 

“The convicts got me a Murphy and 
five or six other officers, whom they dis- 
armed, They kept us and proceeded to the 
yard and out of it by the front gate toward 
the armory. The gatling guns stationed on 
the hilltéps and along the prison walls 
would have been fired by the guards, but 
had they done so the officers as well as 
the prisoners would have been killed. The 
guards were unable either to rescue us or 
to prevent the escape of the convicts. As 


we neared the armory a guard came out, ! 


and they seized him. They took the keys 
away from him, entered the armory, and 
equipped themselves with all manner of 
weapons. Then they started along the road 
toward the Mormon Island bridge. After 
I had gone about a mile they let me go. 
They also released Capt. Murphy and my 
grandson, Harry Wilkinson. The rest of 
the men they have taken along with them 
include. General Overseer McDonough, 
Guard John Klensendorf, Guy Jetter, fore- 
man of the rock quarry; Tony Brown, stage 
driver; Guard L. 8S. Vertres, and two or 
three others whose names I have not at

GOOD GROUND, L. L, July 27.—Three 
Brooklyn physicians last night had a nar- 
row escape from death in the-waters of 
Tiana Bay, a .ittle more than a year ago 
the scene of the tragic drowning of ‘‘ Dim- 
ple" Lawrence, an event which furnished 
this little community with the biggest sen- 
sation in all its history and a mystery 
which has not yet been solved. 

The three men are Dr. James Glynn of 
474 Ninth Avenue, Brooklyn, and Dr. 
O’Connell and a friend, also a physician, 
who are. spending their Summer here. Dr. 
Glynn is staying- at the Green Lawn Cot- 
tage and the other two physicians at the 
Sea Breeze House, 

Last night they proposed to nave a sail, 
and accordingly hired a small boat from a 
local boatman: In their tiny craft they 
ventured out on the bay, which at times 
is rather ugly. All went well for a while, 
and the party was having fine sport, when 
all of a sudden a heavy northwest squall 
lashed the waters of the bay into a frenzy 
of choppy, white-capped seas. 

So suddenly did the squall spring up 
that there was no time to shorten sail. The 
little boat was capsized in a jiffy, and its 
three occupants thrown into the water. 
The craft turned turtle completely, and 
for a while.the three physicians were strug- 
gling in the waters just at the time when 
darkness began to descend upon the bay. 

After heroic exertions all three finally 
succeeded in reaching the boat. With con- 


siderable difficulty er managed to get 
a hold on its side, to which they clung for 
stx hours, calling out loudly for assistance 
only to find that the wind, which by this 
time was high, drowned their cries. 

It was 2 o’clock in the morning before 
their cries were heard by Fred Johnson 
and Edward Penny, who_were returning 
home along the beach. The two men se- 
cured a boat, and after considerable search 
in the darkness succeeded in locating and 


rescuing the physicians. 


INDIAN CONSECRATED PRIEST. 


First Red Man to Take Orders in Roman 


Catholic ChurchGeremony Takes 
Place in Oklahoma City. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OKLAHOMA CITY, Oklahoma Territory, 
July 27.—An extraordinary service was held 
at St. Joseph’s Catholic Church in Okla- 
homa City when. high mass was said by 
father Albert, the first full blooded Indian 
ever consecrated in a Catholic Church. 
Father Albert was born and reared in Pot- 
tawatomie County, Oklahoma Territory, 
and is a Pottawatomie Indian. He has the 
erect, manly bearing for which his tribe is 
noted, although in physique he is some- 
what undersized for an Indian. His voice 
is pleasing, but not strong. 

The history of this young Indian priest is 
interesting. His brightness and acquisitive- 
ness In school attracted the attention of 
Mother Katherine Drexel, the daughter of 
the millionaire Drexel of Philadelphia, who 
maintains paumerous Indian missions in 
Oklahoma Territory. At her own ,expense 
Mother Drexel sent the young Indian to 
the Carlisle Indian School. He was later 


transferred to the Catholic College at 
Washington, D. C., to be educated for the 
priesthood. He was the honor man of his 
class, and was sent to Rome, where he 
studied philosophy and theology for four 
vears, being one year in the College of the 
Pope. Father Albert received the blessing 
af Po Leo XIII. shortly before the high 
Pontiff was stricken with his last illness. 

Father Albert a few weeks ago sailed for 
America, and was consecrated by the Right 
Rev. Theodore Meerschert, Bishop of Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory. His work will 
be among the people of his own race in the 
two Territories.

New York: Yacht Club Gives 
Decision on One Triat Race.

Latest Herreshoff Ninety-Footer Easy. 
Victor in First Official Contest 
Constitution Will Stay in 
Commission.

NEWPORT, R. L., July 27.—It was an- 


nounced by the New York Yacht Club here 
this afternoon that the Reliance had been 
selected to defend the America’s Cup 
against Shamrock III. Yesterday the salil- 
ing instructions were given out for three 
official trial races to be held this week, 
and the first one was sailed to-day. After 


the race it was decided that the new yacht 
had sufficiently established her title to the 
honor of defending the cup, and the an- 
nouncement was made accordingly. No 
more trial races will be held. 

To-day’s race was for thirty miles, fif- 
teen miles to leeward and a fifteen-mile 
beat back. Reliance, in a breeze that varied 
from ten miles an hour at the start to a 
fifteen-mile blow at the finish, defeated 
Columbia by 4 minutes and 28 seconds and 
Constitution by 5 minutes and 2 seconds, 

At the conclusion of the race a meeting 
was held aboard ex-Commodors Lewis Cass 
Ledyard's steam yacht Rambler, at which 
were present besides Mr. Ledyard, Commo- 
dore Frederick G. Bourne, Secretary George 
A. Cormack, and Fleet Captain C. L. F. 
Robinson of the New York Yacht Chib 
and J. Malcolm Forbes, all of whom are 
members of the Committee on the Challenge 
from the Royal Ulster Yacht Club; C. O- 
Iselin, managing owner of Reliance; August 
Belmont, managing owner of Constitutton;, 
E. D. Morgan, managing owner of Co- 
lumbia, and the New York Yacht Club Re- 
gatta Committee, S. Nicholson Kane, New-, 
bury K. Lawton, and, Edward H. Wales. 
The meeting lasted for an hour, and at its 
conclusion the party came ashore in a 
launch, and Mr. Cormack made the follow- 
ing announcement: ‘“‘ We are satisfied that 
Reliance is the best boat, and will defend 
the cup.” 

Commodore Bourne was asked what ac- 
tion the club would take if after the cup 
races Sir Thomas Lipton would. challenge 
for the Brenton Reef Cup, as has been ru- 
mored. ‘‘I suppose we would have to giva 
him a race,” replied the .Commodore. 
“Te Reliance is successful in defending 
the America’s Cup, we might put Con- 
stitution against Shamrock III.-to show 
her class. In that event it might be a little 
consolation for Constitution.” 5 

The Brenton’s Reef Cup was taken to 
England ii. 188 by the Genesta, together — 
with. the Cape May Cup. Both ese. - 
cups were given by James Gordon Bennett — 
many years earlier as challenge cups, the 
one to be sailed for from Sandy Hook to 
Brenton’s Reef and back, the other from 
Sandy Hook to Cape May and back. The 
Genesta, after losing the America’s Cup 
match, sailed for them against the schooner 
Dauntless and won easily. Both cups were 
subsequently wrested from the Genesta by 
the Irex, and later won by the Britannia. 
The Navahce recovered the Brenton’s Reef 
Cup from the Britannia in a remarkable 
race from Cowes to Cherbourg and back 
in 1898. The Vigilant was to have sailed 
over the san:e course with the Britannia for 


the Cape May Cup in 1894, but was pre- 
vented by the loss of her centreboard. 


GENERAL SATISFACTION EXPRESSED. 

Mr. Iselin expressed himself as pleased 
with the selection of the committee, as ho 
was confident that Reliance was the best 
boat. He will keep her here and she will be 
given sufficient sailing to keep her in the 
best of condition and her crew in _good~ 
Constitution also will be kept in 
condition for use in case of emergency, 
but Columbia will be laid up at once. 

There is general satisfaction among 
yachtsmen here to-night on the selection of 
Reliance to defend the cup, but the opinion 


} is unanimous among them thatthe choice 


of the new boat as the defender was ceér- 
tain after her first half dozen. races. Her 
record against such boats as Constitution 
and Columbia is remarkable, and stamps 
her as the swiftest racing machine ever 
turned out in this country. 

In ali she sailed twenty races, two of the 
races were not finished, and in another 
race lost her topmast and withdrew. In 
the remaining seventeen races the new 
yacht finished first, but in two_of these 
races in which she finished first she fest 
to Constitution on time allowance. Consti- 
tution aiso won the race from which Reli- 
ance withdrew, and the record for the cup 
yachts previous to to-day’s trial race is 
fifteen victories for Reliance and three for 
Constitution. In all her twenty races, 
which were sailed under all conditions of 
wind and weather, she has shown excep- 
tional speed in very light airs and ample 
power to carry her tremendous sail spread 
in a heavy blow, and throughout her rac- 
ing so far she has been handled with great 
skill and judgment by Capt. Barr: 

The new yacht is extreme in model, be- 
ing big and powerful above the water ara 
lean and sharp below. Her dimensions have 
never been’made public, but approximately 
she is 145 feet long over all, 25 feet 7 
inches beam, and close to 90 feet on the 
water line, on which she carries a sail 
spread of nearly 17,000 square feet of cans 
vas, the largest ever carried by a cup de- 
fender. The syndicate which paid for her 
design and construction is composed of Bi-

The race between Reliance, Constitution, 
and Columbia to-day was one of the best 
that has been seen this season between 
the 90-fcoters. Reliarce won finally with 
cemparative ease, but in the 15-mile 
race to leeward forthe outer mark Con- 
stitution was only 25 seconds behind her.

Quick Verdict Against ex-Treas- 
urer of Stonecutters. 


Jury Instructed Not to Consider How 
Union Got the Money Misappropria- 
ated—Evidence of Prison- 
er’s Wife, 


After only twenty minutes’ deliberation 
a jury in Judge Newburger’s court yester- 
day brought in a verdict of guilty against 
Lawrence Murphy, ex-Treasurer of the 
Journeymen Stonecutters’ Association, who 
has been on trial there for a week, charged 
with appropriating $12,000 of the funds of 
that organization. Murphy, who will be 
Sentenced on Friday, can be sent to prison 
for ten years for the crime, but his coun- 
sel, ex-Assistant District Attorney John 
F. McIntyre, said yesterday that he would 
take the case to the Court of Appeals, 
The trial has been attended by sensa- 
tional disclosures regarding a system of 
“fines”’ and “assessments” on’ the em- 
ployers practiced by a group of men in the 
Stonecutters’ Union, and _ the testimony 
yesterday went to further illustrate the 
metheds used. Assistant District Attorney 
Nott declared that District Attorney Je- 
rome has taken up that end of the case 
and instituted a searching investigation. 
John McGarry, a Trustee of the Stone- 
| cutters’ Union, testified regarding the split- 
ting up of the $9,600 fund which was kept 
| in & deposit vault with the Lawyers’ Sure- 
| ty Company. He said this was the only 
| time he had ever known money to be di- 
vided among the Trustees. In answer to a 
question from Mr. McIntyre, the witness 
| said he had been told there was such a 
thing as a “ secret committee,”’ which han- 
| dled all the money of the union, but later 
he corrected himself and declared that this 
task devolved upon the Executive Commit- 
) ter of the organization. 
Jchn.B. Smithson, another Trustee who 
shared in the division of the fund, told the 
| jury that he had heard of a secret commit-

President’s Ruling In Foreman Miller's 
Case Virtually Makes Government 
Printing Office an “Open” Shop. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—There was no 
change in the situation to-day at the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office. Assistant Fore- 
man Miller performed his accustomed 
duties. There is a feeling among the em- 
ployes of unrest as to the outcome in the 
immediate future. The union men realize 
that their former prestige has suffered 
by a precipitate collision with the Govern- 
ment, and they feel humiliated that they 
have been compelled to set their rules 
aside and work with a man who has been 
expelled from one of their organizations, 

There was a long discussion at a meeting 
to-night at Typographical Hall of the situ- 
ation arising over the reinstatement. of 
Miller. The meeting was attended by two 
representatives of the International Book- 
binders’ Brotherhood, Messrs. J. W. Dough- 
erty, its General Secretary, and J. A. 
Espry, the Financial Secretary-Treasurer; 
by the Presidents and Secretaries of the 
various allied organizations represented in 
the Government Printing Office, aud also 
by President Gompers and Secretary Mor- 
rison of the American Federation of Labor. 

After the meeting the statement was 
made that no definite action of any char- 
acter had been taken, and that the time 
had been consumed in discussion. No time 
was set for another meeting, and it is said 
that the present preference is to wait for a 
time te see what action Public Printer 
Palmer will take in the case of Miller, 
against whom charges of unfitness have 
been preferred. 

Aside from the immediate interest 
aroused in the matter by Miller's rein- 
statement, the members of the various or- 
ganizations represented say they realize 
that there is a broader aspect to the whole 
case. They feel that the President's ruling 
in Miller’s case virtually makes the Gov- 
; ernment Printing Office an ‘‘ open’’ shop, 
‘in which a man or woman may be em- 

ployed whether members of any union or 

not. They are very anxious that the Chief 

Executive find some way in which his rui- 

ing may be modified so that this condition 

of affairs will not arise. 

A general committee of three representin 
the labor unions of the city to-day calle 
upon the Civil Service. Commission to 
make inquiry as to whether a certificate 
of reinstatement would be issued ‘to mem- 
bers of the unions employed by the Gov- 
ernment in case they should go on strike. 
The Commissioners replied that the inquiry 
was largely hypothetical, and that “ the 
bridge would be crossed when reached.’ 

A formal protest was filed to-day by the 
Bookbinders’ Union against working with 
Miller, the explanation being made’ that 

| this action was taken by direction of the 
| international council, and that they would 
do nothing to disturb the status until there 
had been an adjustment of the contention. 

The charges against Miller will be con- 
sidered on their merits and in accordance 
with civil service regulations. Miller will 
be given opportunity to answer. the 
charges, and when the inquiry is closed 
and the Public Printer acts the case will 
go to the Civil Service Commissioners and 
be reviewed if there shall be request for 
the opinion and recommendation of the 
commission. The test will come when 
the decision In the case is made by the 
Public Printer. If the charges shall not 
be sustained the bookbinders will be con- 
fronted by their rule which forbids them 
to work with an expelled member of their 
association. 

One of two things must follow—a _rescind- 
ing of the rule or a ‘“‘ walk out.” Many 
members favor the former course. 


PANAMA SITUATION GRAVE. 


So Reports Consul General Gudger— 
Possible Bearing of the Coup on 
the Canal Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—Consul General 
Gudger, at Panama, has made the follow- 
ing report by cable to the State Depart- 
ment of the episode at that city: 

“Last night about 10 o'clock, soldiers, 
headed by the Commander in Chief, 
searched the Governor's house. The Gov- 
ernor escaped. Tried to reach the Con- 
sulate, but intercepted. Took refuge at 
the house of an American. Streets Mned 
with soldiers. Arrested Secre of State, 
Chief-of Police, and depa ental -em- 
ployes.” Department has “money.” 

Mr. Gudger further reported that the 
“trouble arose because of the failure of 
the Governor to pay National troops. 
Troops were withdrawn at 2 o'clock t 
morning." 

Another dispatch was received to-day 
from Mr. Gudger saying the Governorship 
had been tendered, but it is not known 
to whom. He added that the situation is 
grave. 

Acting Secretary Loomis has decided to 
await “Surther advices before taking ac- 
tion. It happens that the navy is weak 
on the Pacitic side at this moment, owing 
to the absence of the Pacific Squadron in 
Alaskan waters. But in case of need either 
the Bancroft or the Panther on the Gulf 
side could be speedily crepatones to Colon 
and a detachment of marines sent by rail- 
road to Panama. 

An opinion expressed outside. the Co- 
lombidn Legation concernin the affair 
at Panama is to the effect that the Gov- 
ernment at Bogota had determined to ob- 
tain a firm hold on the isthmus, in view 
of the rumors of a feeling of unrest there 
due to the uncertainty as to the fate of 
the treaty. 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—The Secretary 
of War has sent to the Treasury Depart- 
ment a box cigars and $100 received from 
the Department of Texas, It appears that 
Col. Clem, Chief Quartermaster in that 
State. found the cigars on his desk, and 
upon opening it discovered that it was from 
a contractor who was doing some work 
under his supervision. Ir the box was the 
money. The Colonel was indignant, and re- 
ferred the matter to Gen. Fred Grant, com- 
manding the department. 

The contractor acknowledged sending the 
cigars by a messenger boy, but said he did 
not know anything about the money. Gen. 
Grant thovght that under such cireum- 
etances nothing could be done by prosecut- 
ing the man for attempted bribery, and 
so he sent the cigars and money to the 
War Depariment, whence they were trans- 
ferred to the Treasury, like all other un- 
claimed funds. The cigars subsequently 
were sold for $3, which was added to the 


$100.

IN SEWER MYSTERY 


Mount Vernon Body Identified as 
Mrs. Martin Ebelt. 


Evidence Given by Relatives at Inquest 
Damaging to Husband, a Truck 
Driver. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., July 27.~—The 
young woman who was strangled with a 
shoestring. and whose body was found .in 
& sewer in what is known as the east side 
of Mount Vernon yesterday, was Mrs, Gus- 
sie Ebelt of this city, as was learned to- 
day. The police suspect that she was mur- 
dered by her husband, Martin Ebelt, and 
therefore they went to White Plains this 
afternoon and arrested him. He is held 
pending further investigation into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the. woman's 
strange death, 

Hundreds of persons had visited the 
Morgue, and all had failed to recognize 
the body until, shortly after noon, two 
policemen brought Godfried Bichel, a la- 
borer, to the house of the dead. As soon 
as the cloth was removed the man shouted: 
“My God! it's Gussie,” and wept for sev- 
eral minutes, When he was composed he 
explained that Gussie was his stepdaugh- 
ter, the wife of Martin Ebelt. Later his 
wife, the mother, came and verified the 
identification. 

Then Chief of Police Foley, Sergt. Grant, 
and Coroner Weisendanger set out in a 
buggy for White Plains, where they knew 
the husband was working. Ebelt was the 
man last seen with his wife when she 
Started out Friday evening on that walk 
from which she never returned. And then 
their married life had been full of troubles 
and quarrels, some of them of recent date. 
These things directed the suspicions of the 
police, 

Mr. and Mrs. Ebelt lived with the hus- 
band’s mother, at 359 Franklin Avenue, 
Mount Vernon. The wife was a mere girl— 
only sixteen—when she was married, two 
years ago, by the Rev. Stephen Graham, in 
the Trinity Episcopal Church in this city. 
Both she and her husband had resided here 
all their lives, 

Ebelt has no trade, and works at what- 
ever he can find to do. Last week he took 


a job as driver of a telephone tine cor- 
struction wagon for James McCaffery, a 
contractor now employed by the New York 
Telephone Company. The wife many times 

had begged him to let her work out as a 
servant, but he had refused. 

Friday evening, however, he went home 
and, according to testimony given at the 
inquest this evening, told his wife that he 
had procured a place for her in a home on 
Wollf’s Lane, a road that extends into Pel- 
ham Manor from this city and has man 
fine residences. Some time after 8 o'cloc 
that night he and his wife left their home. 
He told the folks he was going to take her 
to the place where she was to “ live out.”’ 

Ebelt did not tell his mother whose house 
they were going to, and when the couple 
had been gone perhaps ten minutes she 
called her other son Paul, who is fourteen 
years old, and told him to run along and see 
where Gussie was poing to work. On the 
witness stand Paul said to-night that he 
and Joseph Sullivan, a boy of his own age, 
living near by, followed Ebelt and his wife 
to Columbus Avenue and Sixth Street, 
where they lost track of them. It wags in 
Sixth Street, near Columbus Avenue, that 
the body of Mrs. Ebelt was found.

It is understood that 
the rope with which the body was lowered 
into the sewer was exactly like that used 
by the telephone construction company 
with which Martin Ebelt worked; also that 
a piece of shoestring, just like that with 
which the young woman was strangled, 
was found in the man's coat pocket when 
he was arrested. The quarrels he had 
with her are said by his relatives to have 
been over his wife's conduct. 

Whether or not Martin Ebelt really had 
engaged a place for his wife is not known. 
He told several persons that she was going 
to work for a family on Wolf's Lane. But 
a canvass of the houses on that road to- 
day did not develop any place where any 
girl had been employed last week. or who 
was expected or received on Friday even 
ing. Ebelt was not placed on the stand to- 
night, and Coroner Weisendanger said that 
the man had made no statement whateyer 
to him or to the Chief of Police. 

The murdered woman was the daughter 
of Mrs. Catharine Sloat, who married God- 
freid Eichel. a laborer living at 10 North 
Tenth Street. this city. By her first hus- 
band Mrs. Sloat had four children—Guasstie, 
Minnie, Mrs. Edward Compton, employed 
by the Steinway Piano Company in New 
York City, and Herman, who is a Sergeant 
Seventy-first Coast Artillery, now 
ashington State.

MAYOR HEARD PETITION 


INA CASE OF LOVE 


Refused to Interfere in Suit of 
Colon Youth for a Heart. 


Young Man Then Journeys Here in 
Search of Girl He Met In Tropic 
City and Her Uncle’ Has 
Him Arrested. 


Edward Buchanan Knight, twenty-five 
years old, who. says he is Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Panama Railroad at Colon, was 
arraigned in the Morrisania Court yesterday 
charged with disorderly conduct on com- 
plaint of J. Fischer of 965 Washington 
Avenue, the Bronx. Mr. Fischer alleged in 
his complaint that Knight was trying to 
force his attentions upon Ella Fischer, the 
fourteen-year-old niece of the complainant, 
and had sent threatening letters to the 
house. The letters were produced in court, 
and Knight was placed under $300 bonds to 
keep the peace for three months. Every 
effort was made by the Fischer family to 
keep the matter quiet, but when they 
learned last night that some of the fa¢ts 
were known Mr, Fischer and his niece told 
their side of the story. 

According to Mr. Fischer, he had a 
brother who lived for many years at colon, 
and who made a smal) fortune while he 
Was there in the mercantile line. His wife 
died several years ago, leaving him with 
six children, Ella being the eldest. The g’rl 
was brought up in Colon, and although she 
is but a girl in years, she is well developed 
and exceptionally pretty. 

Last September Mr, Fischer’s brother 
wrote him from Panama that he was dll 
and feared he was dying, and askéd him to 
take the children North to live with him. 
This Mr. Fischer did. His brother died 
last December, and Mr. Fischer went to 
Colon to attend the funeral, taking his 
pretty niece with him. They stayed at Colon 
several weeks before returning North. Dur- 
ing the visit Ella met Edward Knight. 
She says that he fell desperately in love 
with her at first sight, and that she scarce- 
ly knew. him when he asked her to marry 
him.. The girl says that she stoutly refused 
at first, but that the man threatened her, 
and fearing some tragedy she gave him 
some encouragement. She says that she 
also promised to write to him when she 
returned North, 

She answered one or two letters, and then, 
on the advice of her uncle, she stopped the 
correspondence, She received many letters 
from him after that, she says. At first 
they were pleading and then threatening. 

Mr. Fischer says that about a month ago 
Knight wrote a letter to Mayor Low in 
which he told his tale of love and asked 
the Mayor to intercede with him for the 
girl, saying that he thought she was being 
prevented from writing to him. According 
to Mr. Fischer, Mayor Low had a detective 
sent to the house to make inquiries. When 
the detective learned the story, he reported 
to Mayor Low, and the latter dictated a 
letter to Knight in which he said that he 
could not aid the lover. 

Mr. Fischer says that Knight then wrote 
to the Police Department and asked the of- 


ficials to assist him. He says the police 
paid no attention to the communication. 

Mr. Fischer says that Knight then came 
North, arriving in the ap | a few days ago. 
He located the Fischer home, and called 
there. He was told that his presence was 
not welcome and was forbidden the house. 
It ts alleged that he then wrote threaten- 
fing letters to Mr. Fischer with the result 
that the latter went to the Morrisania Court 
and swore out a warrant charging him 
with disorderly conduct. 

“I know nothing ageinet the character 
of this young man,” said Mr. Fischer, “‘ and 
he 4s undoubtedly infatuated with Ella; but 
she ‘s only a ehild. She is attending a 
public school here in the Bronx-and ‘hes 
not entered the high schoo! as yet."’ 


PRESIDENT’S GUARDS ALERT. 


Vague Rumor at Oyster Bay of Intruder

FIGHTING FISH PEDDLERS 


Tenement Janitors Aid Dealers’ 
_ Association in Crusade. 


Sanitary Law Broken and Unwhclesome 
Food Sold — Plans to Get Evi- 
dence Against Violators. 


The Fish Dealers’ Protective Assocta- 
tion, which is co-operating with the Health 
Department in the crusade against the 
illegal peddling of fish, held a meeting last 
night at 644 Eighth Avenue. Many of the 
members of the association present also 
represented the Fish Cutters and Oyster 
Openers’ Union, so that employers and em- 
ployes met for a common purpose. The 
Janitors’ Association and the Sabbath Ob- 
servance Association, while not represented 
by delegates, are working in the war on 
the peddlers, and lefters were received 
from tenement house owners pledging 
financial and moral support in the work. 

W. W. Greenwood acted as Chairman of 
the meeting. Henry J. Newman of the 
Fish Dealers’ Association and Charles 
Reynolds, the Corresponding Secretary, sat 
beside him as advisers, the organization 
being a new one, where parliamentary pro- 
cedure was not so certain that it was com- 
monplace, and to do the right thing -vas 
the uppermost sentiment. 

The organization, through the mrembers of 
the Fish Cutters and Oyster Openers’ 
Union, had sent out during the last week 
requests to 10,000 janitors in the city, ask- 
ing them to send information in regard to 
the fish peddlers of the city. The many 
communications from the janitors were 
wonderfully alike. They said that peddlers 
invaded the tenements with hoarse cries of 
fish for sale, and that after weighing and 
then cleaning the fish in the hallways, 
they left the refuse at the doors of cus- 
tomers, They smeared the hallways and 
dirtied the stairways, and did as they 
pleased. 

On motion of Mr. Wellman it was agreed 
that perhaps the best plan of campaign 
against the peddlers who, since they can- 
not legally sell their wares from pushcarts, 
carry about baskets with fish in them, 
would be to beg for information from 
tenement house dwellers and others. This 


would put the crusaders in the way of 
gaining necessary evidence. 

It was urged that all complaints should 

be sent to tne Fish Dealers’ Protective 
Association, 664 Eighth Avenue. It was 
; particularly desired that the informants 
| should give their names and addresses, 
| these to be held inviolate. Investigation 
would be made into the complaints, and 
| they would be sent to Health Commis- 
} sioner Lederle. 

In support of his motion, Mr. 
sald: 

“We have a just cause and have the 
support of all honest people. In the letters 
received from janitors we are told that they 
have the greatest difficulty in keeping the 

} fish peddlers out of their houses. The 
; Women’s Auxiliaries have furnished val- 
| uable evidence, and we now have five men 
| under arrest who are to be tried by the 
| Court of Special Sessions. 

‘*They are charged with selling without 
a license. No one can get such

have failed to understand this when com- 
{| plaints have been made to them. They say 
' the*man has a license, and when they go to 
investigate they find that he has fled. The 
policeman cannot follow off his beat. 
“Another thing is the selling under- 
weight, and we believe the five men we 
have caused to be arrested will be con- 
fronted with their own scales in such a 
way as to prove that they sold less than 


two pounds of fish for three pounds. Then, | 


too, we cherge them with having bought 
condemned fish when it was on the way 
to the dumps from the drivers of the wag- 
ons. e are sure that we will prove our 
case with the abundance of evidence we 
have. Here is a letter which I have an- 
swered by asking the writer to communi- 
cate with our association: 


I am a janitor in a tenement house and I want 
to know if tish peddling is allowed in tenement 
houses My tenants complain that they are 
annoyed by peddlers who enter the houses by 

| way of the roofs and basements and yards 
screaming ‘‘ Fish for sale!" They 
rubbish wherever they clean the fish. 

People coming in and out of the house come 
in contact with thelr basketa and upon making 
complaint are insulted by the peddlers, largely 
Greeks and Italians. They claim to have 
licenses. I would like to know if there is any 
way of keeping these péople from getting. 
licenses. The police will not arrest them. 


‘“*T have many such letters, and they are 

+ all proof of an intolerable nuisance. With 
i the aid of the owners of tenements who 
{ are with us, the janitors, our two co-work- 
ing organizations, the Health Department, 
the Mayor, whose secretary will personally 
investigate with me the conditions I com- 
plain of, and many of the labor unions, we 
will win in our fight against the peddlers.” 
Mr. Wellman’s resolution was unanimous- 
ly adopted. He then read an editorial from 
THE Ew YORK TrMes on the pushcart 
nuisance. He asked that it be made cliar 
to the public that the fish dgalers were not 
seeking a monopoly of the trade, but that 
they. could not compete with those who 
used. false Weights, sold at times taihted

Before 1870 conclaves 
were held in the Quirinal Palace, one long 
wing of which was always ready without 
any special preparatiof. But in the case 
of the Vatican, apartments for each Car- 


Winal have to be specially prepared, and 


as there are sixty-four Cardinuls, the 
amount of work involved is very great. 
The section destined for the conclave 
comprises, on the ground floor of the Vati- 
can, the three sultes of rooms which sur- 
round the famous Court of San Damaso, 
the rooms under the late Pope’s apart- 
ments, and the tower with the rooms 


about the Sala Ducale. On the second 


floor the rooms about the Loggia Raphael 


and the Pontifical offices, including all 
the apartments formerly occupied by Car- 
dinal Rampolla, who has left the Vati- 
can altogether, will be used. The whole 
will furnish lodging for about 500 persons. 

The Sistine Chapel, as in the case of the 
last conclave, will be used for the mecet- 


ings of the Cardinals and the talloting. 
There, after three solemn funeral serv- 
fces, which begin §0-morrow, will be erect- 
ed a throne for each Cardinal. Over the 
ahrones will be baldacchinos, or canopies, 
attached to the wall behind. The moment 
a new Pope is elected he will lower his 
baldacchino as a token of his new dignity. 
The Pauline Chapel will be used for the 
celebration of high mass every morning of 
the conclave. 

The gendarmes and Palatine Guards will 
be transferred to the building in the Belve- 
dere Courtyard, where the poor pilgrims 
were lodged during the last jubilee, the 
gendarmes’ barracks being transfornied into 
kitchens, pantries, &c.

The Latest Victim of the Russian Dic- 
tatorship Is ex-Burgomaster Sten- 
strom of Hango.

LONDON, July 28.—Eighteen Finland- 
ers have now been exiled, says a dispatch 


| to The Times from Helsingfors. 


The latest exile is M. Stenstrom, who 
was Burgomaster of Hango till last 
April, when he was summarily dismissed. 
Thereupon the Municipal Councit of 
Hango desired to secure his services as 
legal adviser. Gov. Kigorodoff com- 
manded M. Stenstrom not to accept. M. 
Stenstrom declined to comply with this 
order, whereupon he was served with a 
notice of expulsion, .

Comparisons are drawn between the peace- 
ful and dignified attitude of the Japanese 
officials and the “insulting provocative 
character’ of the remarks of the Russian 
Director, whose statements are regarded 
as demanding a disavowal on the part of 
the Russian overnment. 

The Graphic says: ‘* Unless he [the Di- 
rector] is taken séverely to task the situa-

RESCUES MANY FROM FIRE.

Mr. Procter shows, in his re- 
ply to Mr. Smiru, that the latter com- 
mitted, permitted, and now approves 
What were eal evasions of the law and 
the rules, and the attempt of Mr. Smrrn 
to explain, extenuate, or justify them 
only makes the original offense more ob- 
vious. The attitude of Mr. Smiru is very 
common among politicians. It is, indeed, 
almost unavoidable from the ends the 
politicians have in view and the habit 
of mind bred in them by their lifelong 
occupation. It is easy to understand it, 
but it is hard to reconcile it with a 
strong desire to promote the best inter- 
ests of the service and loyally to obey the 
laws controlling the service. 

* It ig especially unfortunate that Mr. 
Smirn thought it proper to declare that 
“ Procrer, more than any other man in 
Washington, sought exceptions to the 
rules in behalf of his own relatives and 
friends.” To this Mr. ProctTer replies: 
“The above charge is absolutely untrue. 
I have never asked exceptions for rela- 
_ tives or friends. So far as I know, I have 
no relatives in the classified service.” He 
then reports the result of an investiga- 
tion into the case on which the state- 
ment of Mr. SmTH is apparently based, 
and shows that it was one with which he 
had nothing whatever to do, and which 
as, moreover, in: nowise wrong. We 
trust that we have had the last of thisun- 
becoming and profitless defense-offensive 
by the former Postmaster General. It is 
not dignified and it does not advance his 
Own reputation. It certainly does not 
tend to give to the public the impression 
that during his administration of the de- 
partment the civil service law and rules 
‘were enforced in good faith and with 
care. 


RUSSIA AND JAPAN, 
“It is to be assumed that, if Russia de-. 
sires the ultimate control of Manchuria, 
ghe would prefer to secure it without 
actual war and with the least possible 
subsequent hostility on the part of other 
mations. She is not likely to promote her 
ambition by permitting prominent and 
presumably responsible officials of her 
Foreign Office to talk in the reckless 
tone adopted by * Director Hartwic of 
the Asiatic Department of the Foreign 
Office.” . 
*-This gentleman can think of no better 
way for smoothing the difficulties in the 
way of Russian policy in Northern China 
than to denounce. the “duplicity” of 
‘Great Britain, the credulity of the Amer- 
jeans, and the folly of the Japanese, 
While bragging about the readiness of 
Russia to engage in war with “five 
Powers.” That kind of talk from Goy- 
@¥ament officials can only breed susp!l- 
and awaken ill-feeling. Whether the 
ussian Government intends tohhold Man- 
churia at all costs or not, it is plain that 
behavior of this sort must increase the 
cost, because it incites to animosity and 
tends to hinder a peaceful understanding 
if that’ were in any way possible, 
It would be hazardous to assume that 
_@ny such understanding is in reality 
_ possible. So far as Great Britain is con- 
_ \@erned, the difficulties do not seem in- 
 sMhere as a + eae and grow- 
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ing public opinion in England that it 
ought to be sought and that it could be 
reached. The most serious obstacle to a 
peaceful accomplishment of Russian 
aims lies in the situation of Japan and 
the feeling of the Japanese. Russia, pre- 
vented from reaching the open water 
through the Dardanelles and the Med- 
iterranean, appears to have determined 
to reach it on the Pacific, and the enor- 
mous enterprise of the Siberian Railway 
and the occupation of: Manchuria ar@ 
steps in that policy. They bring her to 
the northern border of Korea, and with- 
in practical control of the approaches to 
China from Japan. The dream of Japan 
is the ultimate control and possible an- 
nexation of Korea, and’ beyond that lies 
possible domination in China, the wield- 
ing of whose vast now inert force would 
make the Japanese the masters of the 
Orient. The dream is*natural for the 
young and vigorous empire born so sud- 
denly from the old Japanese order. With 
intense consciousness of their strength 
in intellect and in the energy of modern 
political life, with a teeming population 
seeking new outlets, and with intimate 
knowledge of the Chinese and how to 
manage them, the Japanese look on the 
encampment of the Russians across their 
path with deep and fervent resentment. 
Russia, on the other hand, regards the 
Japanese as her natural enemies, and 
thinks with a sort of furious dread of 
what would happen if her thousands of 
miles of border along the northern line 
of China were ‘subject to invasion or in- 
terruption from Chinese, drilled, organ- 
ized, and directed by Japanese. 

This, as it seems to us, is the core of 
the Manchurian question, which is but a 
side issue from the general plan of Rus- 
sian expansion. If our inference is cor- 
rect—and it is confirmed by some of the 
most acute and candid of the Russians 
themselves—then Russian success dé- 
pends vefy largely on her ability to keep 
Japan from finding support among. the 
other Powers. Russia at present appears 
to be doing. all she well can to drive the 
other Powers to the support of Japan. 
The latter professes, we believe with sin- 
cerity, the principle of the open door in 
the Orient, Russia vaguely approves that 
principle, but evades the application of 
it. She forcés all other nations to infer 
that her control ef Manchuria will mean 
the practic&l exclusion. of: foreign trade, 
If she could reassure the world on that 
point she would disarm the most serious 
opposition that now confronts her. If ex- 
clusion is her real purpose she must 
overcome that almost worldwide opposi- 
tion. But if it be not her real purpose 
she is unnecessarily and heavily handi- 
capping herself. 

PERSONAL GOVERNMENT. 

Harper's Magazine for August happens 
to contain two articles on German sub- 
jects which are calculated, when read 
together, to give the reader a new notion 
of the nature of the personal government 
of Germany. One is Mr. CONNOLLY’S ac- 
count of yachting week at Kiel, the other 
some rather belated reminiscences by 
the late M. pe BiowrTz of the retirement 
of BISMARCK. 

We have already made some allusion 
to Mr. CoNNOLLY’s account of the man- 
ner in which the Kaiser goes forth to 
yacht, attended and followed by battle- 
ships, imperial and royal steam yachts, 
torpedo boats, and what not, which would 
be ruled off most yachting courses as 
tending to vex the water for competing 
and following racers. One cannot help 
suspecting Mr, CoyNoLiy, of intentional 
burlesque, especially since he’ seems to 
suggest that, when the Emperor's yacht 
goes racing, there are no following 
yachts, or that she is the slowest of any 
flotilla in which she ‘finds herself. This 
we find difficulty in believing. It is 
quite. true that the Meteor is primarily 
a yacht and not a racing machine, and 
this fact we regard as highly creditable 
to the imperial owner who ordered her. 
But she was intended to be as fast as 
was compatible with being a real yacht, 
she was designed by a naval architect 
who has had his full share of racing suc- 
cesses, and she has without doubt made 
gome highly creditable performances, in- 
cluding, if we mistake not, more than 
one “record.” If she does not do well 
against the British, and much more 
against the German or Scandinavian 
cracks, the presumption that she is mis- 
handled is very strong. But of course 
this is not the main point of Mr. Con- 
NOLLY's contention. The main point is 
that a yacht race in which the Emperor 
takes part under his own imperial aus- 
pices cannot very well be a real yacht 
race as yachting is understood in coun- 
tries in which sport at least is demo- 
cratic. 

The story told by M. pe BLow17Tz of the 
retirement of BisMARCK was told in out- 
line by him at the time of the retire- 
ment. The correspondent recurred to it 
at the later period when he was engaged 
in “‘ reminiscing ’"’ mainly to set forth his 
grievance against Count MunstmrR, then 
German Ambassador at Paris, who, ac- 
cording to M. pp BLowiTz, told him the 
story for publication, and afterward, be- 
ing frightened by the echoes of the ex- 
plosion, disavowed it first in part and 
afterward altogether. This is a matter 
of comparatively small and of purely 
personal importance. But the fact and 
the manner of the retirement of Bis- 
MARCK were of national, even’ of inter- 
national, importance. Under a constitu- 
tional Government BismMARcK would have 
remained in the German Chancellery un- 
til he had actually become disabled to 
perform its duties. He was without dis- 
pute the strongest statesman in Ger- 
many in the senses of ability, of experi- 
ence, and of prestige. The nation desired 
his continuance in office. It is possible 
that under a really constitutional and 
re tative Government he would not 
ok been permitted to commit the par- 
ticular mistake at which the old Em- 
peror took umbrage, the appointment of 
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his son, Count Hersert, to be Secretary 
tor Foreign Affairs. But Liberal Eng- 
lishmen who remember the constitution 
of the “Hotel Ceci.” may have their 
doubts even on thgt point. At all events, 
it is clear from the story of M. pr BLow- 
itz that the rejection of BisMAROK and 
the appointment of Caprivi in his stead 
were acts not of national policy but of 
personal caprice, that the old Emperor 
had considered them as contingencies, 
and that the young Emperor, whose wor- 
ship of his grandfather has taken such 
strange forms, hastened to transform 
them into realities. A 

Personal government need by no means 
be and most frequently isnot. the gov- 
ernment of the person in whose name it 
is carried on. The real and the nominal 
Government coincide only when the nom- 
inal governor is a man of masterful 
character, active mind, a taste for pub- 
lic business, and a sense of duty in re- 
gard to it. These coincidences occur in 
the case of the present Emperor of Ger- 
many, whose Government is doubtless 
the most personal of that in any great 
European State. He has apparently far 
more to do with the actual government 
of Germany than has the Czar with the 
actual government of Russia, even 
though the power of the Kaiser is theo- 
retically hedged with many restrictions 
and the power of the Czar is theoretically 
quite unlimited. But it is quite impossi- 
ble that the mode of personal govern- 
ment which prevails in Russia or that 
which prevails in Germany should com- 
mend itself to the inhabitants of coun- 
tries “in which freedom is indigenous, 
familiar, and full grown” as a safe or 
tolerable mode of government, or one 
under which a great nation ‘can attain 
its highest development. 

THE GOVERNMENT PRINTING OFFICE. 

Before the Miller incident is,closed, it 
may become the duty of Seeretary Qor- 
TeLyou to order a critical investigation 
of the general conditions existing in the 
Government Printing Office, and espe- 
cially in the bookbindery. The effort of 
the International Bookbinders’ Union to 
discipline and expel Assistant Foreman 
MILLER is not a very serious matter from 
any point of view. It only serves to il- 
lustrate the monumental impudence of a 
voluntary organization which undértook 
to assume the functions of the United 
States Government and nullify the civil 
service laws. This sort of thing must be 
expected, no doubt, especially in an of- 
fice where politics are understood to have 
somewhat more to do with tenure of 
employment than skill and industry. The 
order of the President restoring MILLER 
settled the question of the right of.the 
union to reorganize the office to suit 
itself, and established the fact that a bet- 
ter reason is needed for the dismissal of 
a competent executive than the fact that 
the wage earners do not. like him; but 
that is not all the incident may call for. 

Naturally Miniter has undertaken to 
explain his position, andjin doing so has 
madesome assertions which,cannot very 
well be permitted to pass unnoticed by 
those for whom they have official inter- 
est. He asserts that the union “runs” 
the Government Printing Office. He fur- 
ther asserts that his efforts to comply 
with requisitions of the Post Office and 
other. departments for cheaper blank 
books and atationery have been thwarted 
by the union, which has objected to any- 
thing savoring of economy. He says: 

The binders operate under rules that no 
other labor union would. tolerate.’ ‘They 
are antiquated and interfere with the Gov- 
ernment work. They keep down the output 
and tle the hands of the foreman, who !s 
forced to be a member of the union. The 
Arbitration Committee of the union re- 
stricts the amount of work done in a day. 
They are the real heads of the bindery, go- 
ing to men and countermanding orders 
given by the foreman. Thus, when I ar- 
ranged for the Post Office work, Mr, BAaR- 
RETT told me they objected to my cheapen- 
ing the work; they also objected’ to im- 
provements. 

This statement raises an .issue. which 
should be satisfactory to all having offi- 
cial responsibility for the conduct of the 
office to which it refers. If Mr. MILLER 
has misrepresented the factd and slan- 
dered a capable and conscientious body 
of mechanics who are serving the Gov- 
ernment faithfully and loyally, his men- 
dacity would warrant his dismissal from 
the position he holds, If, however, he is 
telling the truth and his statements are 
capable of verification, it would look 
very much as if those who are conduct- 
ing the affairs of the union in the office 
could be dispensed with advantageously, 
and as if the Public Printer lacked some 
of the qualities constituting conspicuous 
fitness for the position he holds. It 
might have been more expedient for the 
International Bookbinders’ Union not to 
have made a public scandal of their 
grievance against MILLER, since its in- 
vestigation may reveal more than it was 
intended should come to the public no- 
tice. 


WHEN IS A MAN “AGED”? 

An evening newspaper describes an al- 
tercation between an ill-natured dog and 
an “aged bicyclist” for whom sympathy 
is invited by reason of the fact ‘that he ts 
a very venerable man, being .“ nearly 
sixty years of age,” 

An age approximating sixty years may 
be mature for one who makes a habit 
of bicycle riding, and to a young and in- 
experienced reporter it may. seem that a 
person of that age would do better to 
walk sedately and carry a cane to defend 
himself against vagrant dogs on the 
highway; but why even a very young re- 
porter should have employed the term 
“aged man” to designate a person of fif- 
ty-seven or fifty-eight. passes compre- 
hension. In addition to being inaccurate, 
it involves a blazing indiscretion from 
the point of view of the interests of the 
newspaper, since a great many people 
who are near sixty on either side of the 
line will be apt to resent it as a gratui- 
tous affront to a large and influential 
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mental and physical powers, but it does 
not seem to’work that way under mod- 
ern conditions. Those of us who can re- 
member our grandfathers recall them as 
old and feeble men at ages which now 
correspond with the maximum of dctiv- 
ity ang capacity. The retiring age is re- 
ceding, and the busiest, most capable, 
and most formidable men one now en- 
counters in business are nearer sixty 
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body of citizens who are not aged in any 
proper sense of the téfm, and whose 
claim to that title and to the respect and 
consideration it carries with it will not 


materialize for another quarter of a 


century at least.. - 

Old and young are relative terms. In 
themselves they mean nothing. Every 
tendency of modern life seems to be to 
make the young older and the old young- 
er than formerly, The effect of matur- 
ing sooner would seem to be to shorten 
life and precipitate tHe earlier decay of 


than any other average age. Perhaps 
this means that the man who has ap- 
proximated or attained the ageof sixty 
has demonstrated that he is among the 
fittest to survive, and that he has a bet- 
ter assurance of growing really old than 
many young men who think of sixty as 
“the dead line ’’—until they reach it or 
pass it. But however this may. be; the 
man of sixty is not now aged, nor venera- 
ble. The chances are that he can walk 
as many miles as any young man will 
ehoose to follow him, and walk them as 
fast; that he can give a good account, of 
himself if any of the “ boys” try to have 
fun with him; that he can do as.good a 
day’s work with his hands as they, and 
@ very much better day’s work with his 
head; that he has lost little except friv- 
olity and the mistaken sense of propor- 
tion which permits the misguided youth 
to discover the possibility of satisfaction 
where none exists, and that , 
If yet the minstrel’s song, the poet’s tay, 
Spring with her birds, or childrén at their 
play, © 
Or maiden's smile, or heavenly dream of 
art, 
Stir the few life drops creeping round his 
heart, 
Turn to the record where his years aré 
told, 
Count his gray hairs—they cannot make 
him old. 

We need a new definition of such 
words, applied to human beings, as old, 
aged, venerable, superannuated, and the 
like. Those we have are doubtless: cor- 
rect enough as definitions, but they in- 
culcate a false concept. A consensus of 


. opinion among men of sixty or therea- 


bout as to how these words should be de- 
fined for correct colloquial usage would 
enrich our language.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-——Our search for a lesson tn the feminine 
monopoly of the breach of promise busi- 
ness has set The St. Louls Republic to 
looking for one, too, and it comes up from 
its plunge into the mystery with the some- 
what breathless and incoherent sugges- 
tion that women bring these ridiculous and 
highly. indelicate actions in a desperate ef- 
fort to get at least one advantage over 
deceitful man—and their own obstinate 
trust in anything he chooses to tell ‘them. 
“This truth of womanly confidence in 
man,"’ says The Republic, “ must be con- 
sidered in contemplating the trend of fem- 
ininity to compete with masculine guile 
in the world of business and industry. How 
can they compete? They are Waterlooed, 
so to speak, at the very beginning, because 
they can no more help placing faith in 
masculine assurance than they can keep 
from walking pigeon-toed on one foot. 
Man wouldn't ask anything better than to 
have woman as a competitor on 'Change or 
anywhere else in the strenuous world. With 
one hand tied behind him, he can fool just 
as many of her daily as there are hours in 
the day or minutes In the hours, provided 
they come on swiftly enough to keep him 
busy." Just what the relation is between 
these remarks and breach of promise suits 
We do not see clearly, but no doubt there 
is one, for the remarks, like the suits, are 
full of jnsincerities, inaccuracies, and In- 
consequ@ntialities. Both women and men 
are easily fooled in regard to matters of 
which they are densely ignorant, and emo- 
tions get the better of the sense of both. 
If, however, breach of promise suits are a 
phase of business, and perhaps they gen- 
erally are, our deductions from their almost 
invariable origin were certainly well justi- 
fied. 


——In the days when “horseless car- 
riage '’ was the common name for what is 
now, far from aptly, called ‘ automobile," 
a lot of scornful criticism was directed 
against the manufacturers of the new ma- 
chines because, instead of mdking them 
after designs that would show the change 
in construction and use, they followed 
slavishly the ancient lines of animal-drawn 
vehicles. The builders paid very little at- 
tention to these attacks—having more im- 
portant things to attend to just then—but 
little by little the shape of the machines 
changed to meet the new conditions by a 
process of entirely natural evolution, and 
now, when few of the motor-driven 
vehicles do more than faintly recall their 
predecessors,, nobody thinks of calling 
them ‘ horseless."” A much more impor- 
tant and prolonged retention of a super- 
ceded design has, however, quite escaped 
notice—that which consists in the equip- 
ment of steamers with masts which differ 
little In appearance from those of sailing 
vessels. The idea seems to have been that 
anything afloat ought to ‘look like a 
ship,” and that this end could be attained 
only by means of a row of masts arranged 
in the conventional line along the middle of 
the hull. And yet the masts of a steamer 
serve only one purpose, except in the case 
of accidents so infrequent as to be prac- 
tically neglected, so far as making provi- 
sion for them goes, and that one purpose 
is to act as parts of derricks. for loading 
and unloading cargo. The regulation masts 
serve that purpose none too well, and yet 
the shipbuilders went on making them 
without a thought of change until ‘this 
year, when a genius over in Sunderland, 
England, has ventured to build a big steam 
ore carrier with no masts at all, but with 
fourteen big spars, seven on each side, 
placed close to the bulwarks and coupled 
by transverse trusses so as to be extremely 
good derricks instead of rather poor ones. 
Judging from her picture, the Grangesburg 
is not pretty, but she is said to be a won- 
der when it comes to discharging her 
cargo, having already made a record of 
10,000 tons.in thirty hours, 


—~That a runaway frelght car should 
have crashed into and through a build 
in which twelve tons of high explosives 
were stored, and that nothing happened 
except a little general destruction due to 
the passage of the car through brick walls, 
is certainly remarkable, and no wonder it 
is so regarded at Victor, Col., where the ac- 
cident took place on Sunday. Very much 
more remarkable, however, is @ fact which 
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tches on the dubject revealed in- 

} , and as it were unintentionally, 
without expressing any surprise at all at it. 
We refer to the fact that the house in 
which the Ajax Gold Mining Company kept 
its stock of giant powder was situated only 
a few feet from the end of the line down 
which its ore cars come from the mine, and 
exactly where it would be hit by any car 
that happened to get out of the control of 
the brakemen. When the easily expected 
accident happened, the inevitable collision 
alse happened, and the lives of everybody 
in the neighborhood were put in deadly 
peril. That no explosion occurred was 4& 
piece of sheer good luck—luck which, to @ 
remote observer, at least, seems to have 
been entirely undeserved, for it is hard to 
beliéve that the topographical conditions at 
Victor are such as to make it impossible, or 
even seriously inconvenient to put the 
powder house in a safer position. Men who 
know the most about explosives, however, 


are proverbially careless in their use, and | 


are stratigely prone to add unnecessary 
risks to those that cannot be avoided in the 
handling of these impulsive substances. 


—-An observer of small things who hap- 


pens to take each afterndon’a ride on a- 


suburban trolley car which is also pat- 
ronized by many Italian laborers on their 
way home from work, has noticed with 
constantly growing surprise the curious 
lack of agility which characterizes these 
men. Most of them are young, and the 
few who are not are still in the prime of 
life, and yet hardly one of them seems able 
to acquire the ability possessed by mascu- 
line Americans of all ages not really close 
to the cradle or the grave, to get on and 
off a street car while it fs in motion. The 
Italians rarely try to do either, and their 
accasional attempts. to follow the fashion 
of the country—made only when the car’s 
speed ts much reduced—almost always re- 
sult, if not in a fall, at least in a clumsy 
struggle to preserve their equilibrium. If 
they are boarding the car they drag help- 
lessly by the hand rails until the conductor 
pulls them upon the platform, and if they 
step to the ground they totter and stum- 
ble in a way that would be ridiculous if it 
were not perilous. The conductors evi- 
dently know well the peculiarities of these 
passengers and treat them exactly as they 
do women, except that the order to “ Wait 
till the car stops’”’ is given in a sharper 
tone, Of course. the Italian laborers have 
done a hard day’s work when al! this hap- 
pens, and it is work of a kind not cal- 
culated to make the muscles supple, yet 
laborers of the same class, but of other 
races, handle themselves with much more 
skill, They jump on and off the cars with 
ttle regard for the conductor and his bell, 
and the conductor, in turn, seems to have 
no uneasiness as to their safety in doing 
so. The particular group o* “tallans on 
whom these remarks are based are sober 
as well as industrious, and thelr behavior 
is invariably excellent. Their .clumsiness 
is noted, not because they are unpleasant 
fellow-passengers, but simply from a de- 
sire for light upon what may or may not 
be a national characteristic.

employer, I have found them very eco- 
nomical (?) on the salary question. I have 


been offerea everything, from $6 to $25, 
more often $12. to $14. 

I would suggest the formation of an asso- 
ciation on similar lines with the Trained 
Nurses’ Association, which is s0 very suc- 
cessful, requiring a specified rate of speed, 
a certain amount of experience to be at- 
tested by positive proof, and Satisfactory 
education, to be passed upon by a compe- 
tent committee.

But 
the unmitigated nulsance continues ard is 
growing. I am told a city prohibitive orai- 
nance exists. Why is it not enforced? We 
ask for ang rely upon the powerful aid of 
the press Ga.

The Campanile and Marangona—Sight- 
: Seeing in the City, 


This is the season when mosquitos begin 
to be troublesome and gondoliers to be 


Jealous of one another, but these drawbacks | 


are ‘dcarcély to be made much account of 
where enjoyments are so various and so 


continuous. The il] odors, even, seem to | 


have exhausted themselves. There is a 
g00d deal of heat and a good deal of noise; 
invectives fly over the water at certain 
hours and ugly groans, like those of Falnir, 
from steamers about to depart, and of 
course in the evening there is the screaming 
prima donna in one gondola, singing the 
inevitable “St. Lucia,” and the bawling, 
quavering baritone a little way off accom- 


plishing an utterly fictitious tour-de-force, 


in quite another key, in front of an ap- 
plauding hotel. But leaving these aside the 
rest of life here seems a perpetual delight. 
In the early morning (as it is while I write) 
there is a pale golden calm over the la- 
goon, and two large barges with dark red 
sails, patched with rich cinnamon strips, 
are pretending not to be becalmed. The 
gilded angel on the graceful campanile of 
St. Giorgio stands bright and the reflection 
in the water of the whole tower is nearly 
perfect. 

If one desires to go and see the beauties 
of buildings in Venice, it is impossible, 
fortunately, to lay ‘down any law as to 
what is the most felicitous moment; their 
charms are so various, their orientation so 
diverse. Then an unexpected strip of gar- 
den with deep scarlet pomegranate flowers 
and white oleanders, with madona lilies and 
purple iris, all in bloom together, with an 
old statue on a rose-embowered wall, may 
so surprise one that one cannot stay to cal- 


culate whether this or that will be the 
academic, Sr most precious moment for en- 
jJoying it. But one surrenders one’s self feli- 
citiously then and away, and forgets the 
art critic quite easily. 

Still there are things I must mention con- 
nected with the fallen Campanile; and first 
of all let me say that in spite of the rumors 
there is hope that the deplorable resignation 
of Luca Beltrami as architect for the re- 
construction is not final. He is not the 
only great architect in Italy, but he is the 
one Italians and their friends of all classes 
united in highly pg it and his work 
at the great Castello of Milan alone gives 
him a European reputation. It is only, I 
regret to say, in England where his name 
is practically unknown. Well, Beltrami is 
absent taki @ mountain cure, and the 
foundations of the Campanile must wait, as 
they can afford to do, a little while, The 
work there is a Government matter, At St. 
Stefano it is a municipal one, and, by the 
way, the tower of St. Stefano is cased in 
scaffolding and strawplatting up to its lan- 
tern, and work there had best make haste. 

Through the courtesy of Prof. Rupoli I 
was allowed recently to examine the re- 
mains of the bells, the bronze figures of 
Sansovino’s Loggietta, and the Roman rel- 
ics discovered, not under, but around, the 
foundations of the Campanile; also the 
brick herring-bone pavement, the original 
one, of the Piazza, (as painted in early

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“ORGAN ZED LABOR 


Publicity Legislation Also De-| 
_ nounced _as Socialistic. 


His Hostility to Unionism Resented by 
New Rochelle Member of Furniture 
Association of America, Who 
Attacks His Strictures. 


The third session of the convention of the 
Furniture Association of America was held 
last night at the Murray Hill Hotel. A. J. 
Conroy of Cincinnati presided in place of 


“'W._L. Shearer of Boston, President of the 


association. . 

M, T. Shaughnessy of this city was to 
have given a talk on advertising, but as he 
Was suddenly ‘called to the Klondike, F. 
T. Gibson, Secretary of the Sphinx Club 
read an essay which Mr. Shaughnessy had 
prepared the day before leaving. 

‘A short address was made by F. A. Hal- 
Sey, associate editor of The American Ma- 
chinist. in which he condemned all legis- 
lation in favor of changing the present 
usage as to weights and measures by in- 
troducing the metric system. 

“Resolutions were unanimously «adopted 
by the convention upholding Sis views. 

D. M. Parry of Indianapolis, President 
of the Nat:onal Association of Manufactur- 
ers, was tien intreduced as the chief 
Speaker of the session. He said in the | 
main: 

‘The subject of which I will speak to-day 
is the necessity that exists tor a National 
organization which shall be representative | 


of all employing integests. The National 

Association of Manufacturers has recently 

had presenied to it a propostd‘new constitu- 

tion which lays down a plan for such ag | 
organization. I do not say that this pian 

is necessarily the correct one. But I do | 
say that sume plan should be adopted—if 

not this one. then some other. The plan 

submitted wili at least serve to stimulate 

discussicn on this important matter, and 

for this reason I hope it will command the 

attention of ali employers. 

It ought hardly to be necessary to set 
forth why there should be a general or- 
ganizatien'of the kind I have in mind. Who 
can take note of the frequent violations of | 
the rights of free labor and free contract | 
without becoming deeply concerned for the | 
future; without eafnestly wishing there 
might be some means whereby the present 
way of socialistic and anarchistic impulse 
could be checked? 

“In the philosophy of unionism there is 
no such thing as natural law shaping the 
destinies. of the race, and organized fador 
ap fs to lose sight of the difference that 
exists betwen individuals. One might as 
well try to make ugiy men handsome and 
vice versa ag to try to equalize the mental 
inequalities of the race, and as long as one 
man is better endowed by nature than an- 
other just so long will there be an unequal | 
distribution of wealth. The existence of 
organizations in the field whose work all 
tend to undermining of the pillars of the 
governnrent calls for the creation of as 
Strong a counter organization as can be 
butit up. If forces spring into existence 
that tend to sway them along lines that 
lead to folly and destruction, they cannot 
be expected to act the part of wisdom 
mateas counter forces are brought into 
play. 

** Reason, if it finds adequate expressien, 
will govern in-place of passion and false 
sentiment or else it would be impossible for 
a democracy to exist. And I believe that 
the time has come when the employers of 
the country can perform a duty not only to 
themselves, but to the Nation, by coming 
together in gome form of organization, the 
=e objects of which shall be the up- 
holding of the Constitution of the United 
States, the inoculation of sane public senti- 
ment, and the maintenance of free indus- 
trial conditions. 

“In order to show that this is ao idle 
fancy—this idea that labor is revolutionary 
in its tendencies—I wish to call specific 
attention to the fact that in the hundreds 
of strikes that have recently occurred in 
this country the unions have Inid claien to 
the rights of sovereignty that are nor often 
exercised, even by the most despotic Gov- 
ernments. 

“ The usurpation ofssuch powens by irre- 
sponsible and ignorant men bids fair to 
bring about such unbearable conditions that 
a crisis sometimes seems fast approaching 
in which it will be decided whether this 
country shal) be handed over to the agita-. 
tors or whether the latter shall be rele- 
gated to the oblivion of private existence, 
discredited and powerless to work further 
evil, Alrcady you can discern the handi- 
work of the compromiser, who, calling him- 
self a peacemaker. secks to have the coun- 
try grant to organized labor a partial recog- 
mition of those rights of sovereignty which 
it asserts. 

“Many men in public life‘appear ‘o be- 
lieve that compromise is the sum and srb- 
stance of political wisdom, but in my hum- 
ble opinion this country is either going to 
Nave individual freedom or it is not. It 
took centuries of strugele to establish this 
liberty of the individual. and now we are 
asked to abandon it at the behest of a lot 
of so-called” business agents, who have 
rightly earned the title of social brigan is.” 


THE PUBLICITY MEASURE. 

Mr. Parry then cited the proposed in- } 
vestigation and publicity bill as an indica- 
tion of what he regarded as the dangerous 
drift of public thought in this country. He 


explainet the purport of the bill as being 
that of governmental investigation of labor 
difficulties through commissions appointed 
hy the President. 

“A more atrocious piece of legislation:” 
said the speaker, ‘‘ has not been suggested ! 
for some time. . The bill ostensibly asserts 
the superior sovereignty of the Govern- 
ment over the sovereignty Claimed by or- 
ganized labor, but by implication it recog- 
nizes the right of the uriuns to shut down 
factories, and to deny to men the natural 
fright to work. It go¢cs further. It provides 
@ means whereby the Government can sup- 
plement the efforts of the unions. The 
unions say that they possess the wisdom to 
fix the rate of wages off hand, but the 
bill savs tn effect that this is not scientific; 
that it should be first ascertained whether 
the proposed wage would bankrupt the 
employer. 

“The logical results of suoh legislation 
would be the multiplication of the de- 
mands of organized labor, and as public 

inion would not be able to bring its 
e to bear on all cases, it would be 
but the precurser of compulsory arbitra- 
tion. for whefi the recommendations of the 
commigsions proved ineffective the Govern- ; 
ment weuld be asked to step in to compel 
their enforcement.

| Look at the case of Agitator Parks of 
New York City. This man has. been in- 
dicted and thrown into prison on the charge 
of bribe taking and extortion. but organized 
labor triumphan‘ly re-elects him to office. 
“If the whole country struck for an entire 
year, what would become of the man who 
depends only on his wages? The calamity 
would be terrible, and it is well to remem- 
ber that every little strike tends to a small 
Gegree to produce the deplorable conditions 
that & universal strike ould. occasion, 
What should be done in this’ country, thére- 
fore, is to bring to the people a correct 
realization of what the strike method of 
forcing progress really means. Some labor 
leaders may be honest in their ideas, but 
their ideas. if put into practice, would. be 
woefully disastrous to the whole Nation. 
Their whole philosophy should, therefore. 
become discredited. Cempromises with 
them must be resisted to the last, and, if 
this country must be preserved 
from following in the path of New Zea- 
land. or from pursuing any ignus fatuus 
leading to destruction.” 


THE OTHER SPEAKERS. 


F. W. Job, Secretary of the Employers’ 
Association of Chicago, the next speaker, 
told of conditions, in Chicago, and how his 
association had handled strikes and strong- 
ly advocated the formation of such associa- 
tions in every city, and especially in New 
York. 

O. D. Baker of Boston, a manufacturer, 
told of the troubles he was having with 
labor, and supported Mr. Job’s views. Mr. 


Baker explained how he was really a 
criminal on bail, having been arrested for 
violating the law of Massachusetts by try- 
ing to get his men to sign an agreement 
not to join or belong to any union. 

His case comes to trial on next Thurs- 
day. After his address the President an- 
nounced that a nominating committee of 
three would be appointed to select. names 
for officers to be voted on to-night. 


PARRY’S SPEECH RESENTED. 


J. J. McClusky of New Rochelle jumped 
to his feet and said: 


“I de not think this procedure is right 
or good for the organization. What are the 
objects of the organization? Who are its 
I hardly know what we are here 
for. We have listened to-night to an ad- 
dress on the labor question in which unfon 
labor has been attacked. If there is no 
protest we shail go down as being opposed 
to union labor, while I do not think that 
to be the case. 

“If ever I heard anarchy I heard It to- 
night from that platform, The speaker 
spoke about four men being murdered and 
about members of a union being implicated 
in the murders. I don’t think that is right. 
If you talk about men being murdered, how 
about those killed at Homestead? How 
about those killed in Chieago? 

“We do not want tot devote our time to 
discussing things that are not of particu- 
lar interest to furniture men only.” 

Several men then arose and wanted to 
know who were members and what consti- 
tuted a member, and there was quite some 
confusion. The Secretary endeavored to 
straighten matters out, and it was agreed 
to allowehings to stand as they were until 
to-night.

EDWARD EVERETT DEAD. 


Veteran of the Mexican War and Cousin 
of the Great Orator of the 
\ Same Name. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Mass., July 27.—Edward Ev- 
erett, a cousin of the @reat orator of that 
name, is dead at the age of eighty-five. 

In 1843, when trouble arose in Hancock, 
Ill, between the Mormons and other set- 
tlers, the Quincy Riflemen, whom Mr. Ev- 
erett had joined, were called out, mounted, 
and armed as a cavalry troop, to assist 
the civil officers in preserving the peace, 
apprehending horse thieves, and recover- 
ing stolen property. These duties Involved 
long rides and exposure and risk of life 
in unsettled prairie districts; for the Mir- 
mons were well armed. 

While Mr. Everett was thus engaged at 
Nauvoo war was declared against Mexico. 
A few days later some of the members of 
hig company volunteered as Company A, 
First Illinois Volunteers. Young Everett 
was one of the Sergeants. 

During the civil war he became Assist- 
ant Quartermaster Genera! of Illinois, with 
the rank of Major.

Mrs. Mathilde C. Weil died Saturday, at 
Long Branch, N, J., of diabetes.

While engaged in literary work she con- 
ceived the idea ‘Hat there was a better 
living in the ad. .rtising business, and in 

rtnership with Miss Meta Volckman, in 

880, she established a general agency. 
They were the first women in the business. 

Mrs, Well proved her business ability at 
once, especially as a solicitor, and when 
the firm was fairly started she further 
showed her talents in systematizing the 
work by its division into departments, so 
that Miss Volckman took ‘charge of the 
amusement advertising, and Miss Compton 
that of the schools and colleges. {rs. 
Weil devoted herself to the general business 
and particularly that of proprietary medi- 
cine firms. She soon established valuable 
contracts with ~y of the larger firms, 
and up to the tinmfe of her death was the 
advertising representative of several of the 
lar concerns that spend thousands of 
dollars in advertising. The firm was 
dissolved in 1903, and Mrs. Well continued 
her agency. with offices in THE NEW YorK 
Times Builéing. 

Mrs. Weil is believed to have left a large 
estate, for her business ability was not con- 
fined to advertising.

As recompense for an uncommonly high 
average of disappointments, patrons of the 
Metropolitan Jockey Club yesterday, at 
the opening of the Summer meeting on the 
Jamaica track, hissed heartily, and seemed 
to enjoy it, when Oom Paul was so badly 
Beat=n for the sixth race as to set the 
Stewards to probing for what promised to 
be a turf scandal. There was one other 
happening of the afternoon that appeared 
to satisfy the crowd, and that was when 
Satire, the cnly successful favorite of the 
day, finished first for the second event, 
though to do so Satire found it necessary 
to beat a carefully prepared good thing in 
Congressman Timothy D. Sullivan's horse 
Ernest Parham, ridden by the Bowery’s 
present favcrite jockey, Grover Cleveland 
Fuller. 

In six other races of the long programme 
of seven events the public favorites fared 
fil. All the winners were well backed, 
however, ard scme few individuals profited 
handsomely, though both the general pub- 
lic and the ring lost heavily, a considera- 
ble share of the money from both of these 
sources going to the Canadian followers 
lor the stable of Alex Shields, whose horses 
captured two races. The chief triumph of 
the Shields partisans was over the result 
of the race of the Glendale Handicap, the 
stake feature of the card, in which the 
Canadian-owned colt Hunter Raine, ridden 
by Odom, won cléverly well off before his 
tield, while Roehampton, the top weight 
and 1-to-2 favorite, staggered home a poor 
second and so lame that he seemed in dan- 
ger of falling at the finish. 

The Stewards called Jockey Gannon up 
into the stand after his ride on Oom Paul, 
and after questioning him and also exam- 
ining E. L. Graves, trainer of the horse, 
failed to arrive at any solution of the 
horse’s bad showing. The case was not 
closed there, however, as the Stewards de- 
cided that they would require Trainer 
Graves to werk Oom Paul before them to- 
morrow, with a view to ascertaining then 
whether he has his speed and in the hope 
that his performance then will throw some 
light on his running yesterday. The only 
excuse offered for Oom Paul’ yesterday was 
that he might have sulked, which theory, 
however, was not regarded as explaining 
the way in which the odds against Oom 
Paul wen: from 8 to 5 up to 2 to 1 and 
better.

FIRE ROUTS SUMMER BOARDERS 


Building at Fort Hamilton Destroyed, 
and One Occupant Is Severe- 
ly Burned. 


A fire at Fort Hamilton last night de- 
stroyed a Summer boarding house, and 
one of the boarders, Mrs. Mary Cotter, was 
seriously burned, 

The fire started in the servants’ rooms 
on the second floor, and the first warning 
was the furious barking of a Newfoundland 
dog owned by a boarder. The structure, 
being of wood, burned rapidly, but all the 


occupants escaped uninjured except Mrs. 
Cotter. 

She was asleep in a chair, and did not 
hear the commotion, but Sergt. Zwingman 
of the Bath Beach Police Station, who hap- 
pened to be passing at the tim®, rushed 
into the buil ing and carried the woman 
to the street. She was burned about the 
head, hands, and body, and was cared for 
by Dr. Kane of the Coney Island Emergen- 
cy Hospital. 

Capt. Kirkpatrick and the Coney Island 
firemen were soon on the scene, but the 
building and !ts centents could not be 
saved. The damage is estimated at about 
$6,500, allinsured. The building was owned 
and conducted by John Hoffman. 


FIRE IN APARTMENT HOUSE. 


Tenant and Elevator Boy Burned 
Blaze at the Riviera.

Considerable excitement was created last 
night by a slight fire in the apartments of 
Mr. and Mrs, C. F. Gregory on the seventh 
floor of the fashionable Riviera Apart- 
ments, at One Hundred and Forty-second 
Street and Seventh Avenue. While extin- 
guishing the blaze Mr. Gregory and Her- 
bert Amos, the elevator boy, were pain- 
fully burned about the hands. 

Mr. Gregory had been looking for some- 
thing in the parlor and struck a match. 
He accidentally dropped it om a couch, and 
in a minute the covering was ablaze. Greg- 
ory rushed out into the hall and informed 
the elevator boy of the fire and requested 
him to turn in an alarm. This the boy did, 
and he then notified Superintendent John- 


son of the building, who returned to the 
apartment with the boy. 

Johnson suggested throwing the couch out 
of the window and Mr. Gregory and Amos | 

romptly did so. In doing it, however, the | 
ace curtains on the parlor window were 
set on fire. Amos and Gregory pulled them 
dewn to stamp out the blaze and the rugs 
and floor were set on fire. 

Two policemen had arrived by that time 
and also the firemen. They succeeded in 
stamping out the blaze without using any , 
water, but Mr. Gregory places his loss at 


$200. 
ALLEGED MURDERER CAPTURED | 


Police Believe Siayer of William Mc- 
Mahon in Brooklyn Has Been 
Caught in Philadelphia. 


Word was received at the Detective Bu- 
reau last night to the effect that the Phila- 
delphia police have captured James Shee- 
han, alias John Shea, wanted in this city 
for the murder of William McMahon of 45 
Hamilton Street, who was shot in front of 
381 Hamilton Street on May 5 last. The 
prisoner, according to advices received, de- 
nies his identity, but Inspector McClusky 
will send a man there to try and identify 
him this morning. 

The xlleged murderer of McMahon is well 
known to the New York police, and is an 
ex-convict who has served many terms in 
prison, The murder, which was of a brutal 
nature, occurred in ‘‘ The Gap,”’ a locality 
known for its many feuds and frequented 
by tough characters. Shea had insulted 
McMahon's sister-in-law, and as a result 
the two men had a fight, in which Shea 
was worsted. 

The shooting occurred two days later, 
and eye-witnesses declare the ex-convict 
crept up on his victim from behind, threw | 
his arm around his neck, pressed his pistol 
to his head, and fired. McMahon was 
dragged to a hallway, where he expired, 
while Shea made his escape. 


FATHER STABS HIS SON. 


Latter Was Trying to Protect His Moth- 
er from the Elder Man’s Assault. 


John O'Neill, sixty-six years old, of 
2,137 Washington Avenue, was locked up 
in the Tremont Police Station last night, 
charged with being drunk and disorderly. 
The police say the charge will be changed 
to a more serious one when he is arraigned 
in court to-day. 

O'Neill is alleged to have come home un- 
der the influence of liquor and to have as- 
saulted his wife.

"Exhibit Promises to Surpass That 


/ "Shown at Paris in 1900. 
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~ King Leopold Especially Anxious to 
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Done in Africa—Belgian Horse .. 
Holding Ite Own.

BRUSSELS, July 17.—The Belgian exhibit 
at the St. Louis World's Fair promises to 
be @ representative one in every respect. 
All those who Visited the Paris Exposition 
of 1900 will remember the great interest of 
the Belgian section. According to the plans 
which now are being carried out, the Bel- 
gian exhibit at St. Louls will surpass the 
exhibit at Paris in 1900. This will be par- 
ticularly true of the Congo section, in 
rhany respects the chief attraction of the 
exhibit. King Leopold, it seems, is espe- 
cially determined that Americans shall 
have an opportunity to see what Belgian 
enterprise has achieved in that great Afi-

The King intends that a graphic idea of 
existing conditions—industrial, commercfal, 
and other—shal!l be given by the Congolese 
exhibit. For this purpose the choicest 
specimens now at the Tervueren Palace, 
near Brussels, are to be sent to St. Louis. 
The sthnographical section at Tervueren is 
unigue on the Continent and will enable 
visitors at St. Louis to form an exact idea 
of existing conditions among the Congo- 
lese negroes. What is known as the mili- 
tary “salon” will be reconstituted in its 
entirety at the coming World's Fair. This 
“salon” contains the most complete col- 
lection of native African instruments of 
warfare in existence, weapons and other 
trophies~taken in battle by the Belgians 
from the Dervishes. 

The botanical section of the Congo ex- 
hibit likewise will be of great interest, and 
includes specimens of African vegetation 
too numerous to enumerate. Among them 
will be specimens of the-Congo india-rubber 
plant, the great source of wealth of the 
Free Siate in the future,. Finally, the Con- 
golese section will contain a native village 
peopled by aborigines from the Free State. 
This village, similar. to the one which fig- 
ured at the Brussels Exhibition of 1897, 
will be divided into three sections, to rep- 
resent, respectively, the forest negroes, the 
semi-civiliged tribes, and those who live by 
the river side. To enhance the interest of 
this village a special pavilion will contain 
collections of native handicraft, among 
them being draperies of vegetable fibre, 
woven by the Bangalas aborigines, and 
dye@ in variegated colors. 

The City of Brussels will have a special 
section with exhibits containing objects 
illustrating the Belgian capital's commerce 
and industry. THe art department of this 
section promises to be unusually attractive, 
and will contain a splendid exhibit of old 
Fiemish masters, amohg them being some 
of the so-called “ Primitifs,"’ which fig- 
ured at jhe Bruges exhibition of 1902. This 
art department will likewise contain a dis- 
play of o14 Brussels lace.and tapestries. 

The Belgian champion cart horse stallion, 
“Marquis de Rosseignies,” which was 
awarded first prize at the show just held 
in Brussels, has, I hear, been purchased 
by an American breeder. This announce- 
ment has drawn attention, once more, to 

characteristics of the famous race of

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POLICEMEN “SAVE CHILDREN. 


Smoke and Flame imperil Lives in an 
Eighth Avenue Apartment House. 


Bicycle Policeman Ennis, attached to 
the West One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street Station, shortly before midnight last 
night saw flames issuing from the rear of 
Tuke’s hardware store, at 2,104 Eighth 
Avenue. He sent in an alarm and then 
blew his whistle for assistance. Policeman 
Wallace and Bicycle Policeman Hanley re- 
sponded. They went into the hallway at 
the side and were met by a gush of flame 
from the rear. They also saw that the 
flames were rapidly eating their way up 
an airshaft.

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THE DECAY OF VEGETATION 
IN THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


Heavy Rains the Cause—“ Blight ”— 
Some Examples of Aphides—Grow 
Wings in Time of Need—Ex- 
traordinary Rate of Mul- 
tiplication. 


The present year seems likely to establish 
a record, not only for abundance of rain, 
but also for abundance “of blight. Con- 
cerning the former, I speak feelingly, for 
after enduring a fall of seven inches in 
ten days in London, I went north just in 
time to get something like six inches more 
in a week. Concerning the latter, every 
reader will bear me out, for in town or in 
country one cannot be blind to it. Every 
tree. every bush, every low plant, every 
weed, almost, has its leaves stunted, or 
shriveled, or withered, or blistered, or 
curled. And the cause of it all, in every 
ease, is a species of aphis, or “ blight,” 
When the growing vegetation is checked 
by late frosts, as it was during the recent 
Spring, ‘blight’ is generally only too 
plentiful. 


INSECT IDIOSYNCRASIES. 


In appearance thes@ insects differ. There 
is a green one on the roses, a gray one on 
the apples, a brown one on the chrysan- 
themums, and a black one on the broad 


beans. You find one that is perfectly bare, 


another covered with a kind of mealy dust, 


a third clad in long hairs, and a fourth 
decked out with a sort of fluffy wool. 

Some of them, too, have habits of their 
own. The aphis of the larch, for instance, 
comes out in early Spring, when little shel- 
ter is to be found on the pendent shoots 
‘ahd easterly winds are strong. One would 
expect the frail little creature to be torn 
from its hold. But it has developed a 
spiral beak instead of a straight ore, 
which it screws into a twig, and so, secure- 
ly anchored down, can suck in peace and 
safety. 

There is one of these insects, too, which 
can never rise into the air without first 
lying down on its back and whirling rap- 
idly round and round for about fifteen 
seconds. Why it does this nobody knows. 
But the performance seems to be an in- 
dispensable protiminnry to flight. 

Some aphides, too, indulge fn “ alternate 
generations.”” In other words, the off- 
spring will be utterly unlike their parents, 
so that no man would imagine that there 
could be any possible connection between 
the two; le the next brood will revert to 
the original type, grandchild and grand- 
parent being exactly similar. And the first 
and third generations may live on the 
leaves of treés, while the second and 
fourth may stck sap from the roots under- 
ground. 

But in other mpd these creatures ab- 
solutely agree. Every aphis, for example, 
is a kind of live machine for the nianufact- 
ure of molasses. Plunging its beak into a 
tender green shoot or a half-expanded 
leaf, it pumps up the sap without ceasing; 
and as fast as it deés so it expels it agate 
from two little tebes on its back in the 
form of a sticky and exceedingly sweet 
liguid known ‘as “ honey-dew.”’ he ants 
are exceedingly fond of this liquid, You 
can see them “ milking” the aphides just 
as if they were tiny cows. They even kee 
herds of them during the Winter In their 
nests underground, so that all through the 
season of frost and snow they may have a 
constant supply of their favorite beverage. 
But its production doubles the mischief 
which is caused the insects, for the 
honey-dew falls on the leaves below those 
on which the aphides are working and 
covers them with a kind of varnish, entire- 
ly choking up the pores through which res- 
piration is carried on. 

Most. aphides agree, too, in the curious 
fact that they never have wings until the 
food supply shows signs of running short. 
As long’as the sap on which they live is 
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wings in order that’ they may fly away in 
search of better nourishment. 
COMPOUND MULTIPLICATION, 
But the most curious of all the curious 
facts with regard to these insects is the 
extraordinary rate at which they multiply. 
Roughly speaking, where there is none to- 
| day there will be five-and-twenty to-mor- 
rew, Two days later there will be five-and- 
twenty times five-and-twenty; and two 
days later later still five-and-twenty times 
five-and-twenty times five-and-twenty. 
This phenomenal rate of increase is due 


to two causes. In the first plese: aphides 
seldom lay eggs. As a generai rule, in fact, 
they only do so toward the end of Autumn, 
ayparently because eggs are better able 
to withstand the rigor of the Winter than 
perfect insects. And all Seong the Sprin 

and Summer they propagate by a kind o 

budding process, little ones. growing out 
trem the bodies of their parents almost 
after the manner of Brussels sprouts. And, 
in the second place, all these insects, are 


females.’ Among aphides the masculine sex. 


is unknown except in the case of the final 
generation of each season, They have not 
only put the unfortunate male in his plaeg; 
they have practically eljminated him. Con- 
sequently every individual can sprout out 
little ones on its own account. And as 
the insects also dispenge with the ub 
and chrysalis states through which all their 
fellows/have to pass, no. time is lost in de- 
velopment. Infancy and motherhood begin 
almost simultaneously. 

Prof, Huxley once worked out an elabo- 
rate calculation with the view of ascertain- 
ine the approximate number of the tenth 
generation of a single individual aphis, thy 
posing that it could increase and multiply 
to its full capacity without being subjected 
to the ordinary checks supplied by nature. 
The result is startling, requiring to stated 
in a row of no fewer than twenty-nine fig- 
ures! This number, of course, is much too 
vast to be realized, so that the professor 
went on to present it in a different way. 
Ten thousand aphides, it may fairly be as- 
sumed, will together weigh at least one 
grain avoirdupois. It will also be granted 
that a man who weighs two million grains 
avoirdupols, or between twenty and twenty- 
one stone, is a very stout man. Then the 
tenth generation of the single individual 
aphis would be equal in actual weight to 
rather more than one million billion stout 
men, each one weighing on an average be- 
tween twenty and twenty-one stone! 


HUNGRY PARASITES. 


The fact that aphides do not multiply to 
this overwhelming extent is largely due to 
the efforts of three insects. 

The first of these is a tiny ichneumon fly, 
which lays each of its microscopical e&gs in 
the body of a different aphis. These eggs 


hatch almost immediately and produce yo- 
racious grubs, which devour the whole in- 
terior of their involuntary hosts in about a 
couple of days. Look among the aphides on 
the sprigs of any rose bush and you will 
nearly always find that a certain number 
are merely empty skins, each with a little 
round hole in its back, through which the 
parasite escaped. 
The second insect is the grub of the lace- 
wing fly—that pretty pale green insect, 
with wings of the most delicate tracery, 
which one often sees flitting slowly to an 
fro on a warm Summer's evening. This 
grub is blind, so that it has to feel for its 
victims; and when it finds them it sucks 
their bodies dry, and then fastens their 
empty skins on its own back, as a North 
American brave might decorate himself 
with the scalps of his conquered foes. 
The third insect, and most valuable of all, 
{is the ladybird. Both as grubs and as per- 
fect insects ladybirds eat nothing but 
aphides, devouring them sometimes at the 
rate of something like ~~ 4 an hour. In 
some mysterious manner the pretty little 
beetles find out just where the “ blight” 
is abundant, and will fly for miles to get it. 
They will even cross the Channel in crder 
to do so. IT have myself seen the beach 
and the cliffs of the coast near Margate 
absolutely red with their searlet bodies, 
while a dense cloud of incoming insects 
filled the air. That year the hopfields of 
East Kent were infested with “ green fly."’ 
Near the coast all prospect of a or was 
over, Tho insects were already developing 
wings. in order to fly away and cause sim- 
ilar mischief elsewhere. But three or four 
days after the ladybirds came I searched 
most carefully, and not one single aphis 
could I. find.—Theodore Wood in London 
ail. 


PORTRAITS OF CHRIST. 


No Authentic Likeness is Known to be 
in Existence. 


Among the “ decennial publications” of 
the University of Chicago has just been fa- 
sued a pamphlet by Franklin Johnson enti- 
tled ‘“‘ Have we the likeness of Christ? ’”’ 

At first thought the average person's an- 
swer would be, ‘Of course!"" Have we not 
all grown familiar with His likeness as his- 
tory has brought it to us? Is it not on ev- 
ery hand—the same tender face with wide, 
wise eyes, soft-curling hair and beard? True, 
many differences in portraiture may be ob- 
served. The impress of artists’ nationall- 
tiles, natures, and imaginations have given 
us different featured and expressioned 
Christs. But through all the differences we 


have recognized the one beautiful soul—for 
undoubtedly each painter has tried to put in 
his picture of the Saviour the best that is 
in himself. 

Yet there are few who are satisfied with 
the majority of Christ’s likenesses—even 
those painted by the great masters. Each 
of us, perhaps, has a personal ideal of His 
appearance. To me it seems that He could 
never have been as weak-faced as most of 
our artists have given us. He must have 
been a man of noble appearance, for no nar- 
row-chested weakling could have gained the 
admiration of the half-barbarians with 
whom He had to deal. 

His humility surely was, not of the bowed- 
head and round-shouldered type, but en- 
hanced His dignity; and His kindness did 
not dispute the air of, authority which must 
have enwrapped Him, or how should He 
have impressed the people with the truth 
of His sayings? His goodness was not of 
the long-faced, drooping-mouthed sort, but 
was of that broad and tender and complete 
kind that His teachings suggest. In all, He 
must have been a man good to look upon, 
of sangnetic presence, th spiritual and 
physical. 

No soft-muscled man could have carried 
the cross of Calvary upon his back, and no 
sanctimonious-countenanced or weakly sen- 
timental creature could have preached the 
Sermon on the Mount. In all, one might 
judge that the majority of the Christ's pict. 
ures seen to-day are too softly beautiful, or 
too sentimentally good-looking, to portray 
such a man as He must have been when 
the children of Galilee followed Him, or 
when the people of Rome demanded His life 
because they feared him, 

The world does not know of one likeness 
of Jesus that may be counted more au- 
thentic than another. All histories of Chris- 
tian art either do not mention any exist- 
ing portrait which might be supposed to 
have been taken from the life. Sarrucci, 
in his “ Storia dell’ Arte Christiana,” quotes 
the statement of the Roman Emperor Au- 
gustine, who said that in his time no one 
knew what the personal appearance of 
Christ was. So there is no literary evi- 
dence that any picture of Christ was ever 
made by one who had seen Him, or, if so, 
that sueh a one had been preserved for 
the eyes of later centuries. 

There is a book, however, written by 
Thomas Heaphy, brought out and elabor- 
ated by Sir Wyke Bayliss, and entitled 
‘The Likeness of Christ,’’ which professes 
that certain frescoes found in the cata- 
combs of Rome must have been produced 
in the time of the Apostles, and that there- 
fore such likenesses of Christ as appear 
Ferecn must certainly have been authen- 

c. 

Mr. Heaphy, in fact, claims that two of 
the likenesses he has discovered in the 
Roman catacombs, “‘ must have been paint- 
ed by mén who had seen the Lord and who 
intended them to represent His personal 
appearance.” One of them he claima that 
he has himself copied and that the repro- 
duction is an exact copy of the original. 

Unfortunately, however, no one besides 
Mr. Heaphy has ever been able to find this 
original where he claims to have found it. 
He has it placed in the catacomb of 8t. 
Callistus, while very eminent authorities 
state that it is not there, but in the cata- 
comb of Domatilla. Also, the condition of 
this fresco was such that it was impossible 
to distinguish plearty any of the features. 
Besides this, there is another copy whic 
was made of the same head thirty years 
before Mr. Fieanhy made his, when the 
fresco might possibly have been in better 
condition. This was published I Kugler. 

The difference between the t pictures 
is apparent to the most casual observer. 

Sir Wyke Bayliss says, concerning this 
fresco: ‘I believe it to have been fhe 
work of a Roman artist, a portrait painter, 
who had himself seen Christ.” 

But Mr. Johnson points out that no crit- 
ical archaeologist, which Mr. Heaphy and 
Sir Wyke are not, credits this fresco to a 
very earl eriod. It is nerally assigned 
to the third century, and Kraus, a Roman 
Catholic archaeologist of world-wide fame, 
puts it in the fifth or sixth repays. 

The other picture which Sir ke and 
Mr. Heaphy claim is a portrait from life 
is so entirely different from the one above 
mentioned. that one is naturally amazed at 
any one having selected twe such diverse 
types to resent the “ame Pee one 
is an actu Psp gs of Christ the oth 
“not be, will be the nat con 
ing Sir Wyke es of in f ; 
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leus and Nereus, and bears the unm ° 
able marks of portraiture of the rare 
class, but of such a kind as a Roman artist 
could accomplish who had self seen our 
Lord and painted either from. memory -or 
from an authentic model.” No other - 
dence than the writer's belief is given in 
support of his statement. 

n short, these frescoes upon which Mr. 
Heaphy and Sir Wyke base so much faith 
have been discovered by the most eminent 
students of archaeology to be no earlier 
than the third century and possibly as late 
as the fifth or sixth. 

It seems somewhat strange that of the 
greatest soul in the world’s records we have 
no picture. Nor have we any authentic 
lkenesses of any of the Apostles. It would 
seem that some portrait of the Saviour 
should have been made during His life and 
preserved to a date late enough for others 
to copy, But while the Christ-head is pre- 


‘sented to us to-day in almost one unvary- 
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ing type, the oldest known pictures of the 
Saviour display every possible conception of 
His probable appéarance. He is to be found 
bearded and beardless, with long hair and 
short hair and no hair; commanding an 
meek; Hebraic and Grecian; thin-faced an 
lump-cheeked; thick-lipped and_ thin- 
fippe ; young, old, and middle-aged; joy- 
ous and discouraged. In fact, take your 
choice! Christianity has selected the,most 
beautiful of them as its general idea of His 
appearance. ’ 
here may be a true picture of Christ 
somewhere, Mr. Johnson wishes it under- 
stood that he has not proved that such a 
likeness does not exist, nor that it can 
never be recovered and identified.—Chicago

Shortly after the opening of the stock 
market yesterday the failure of the house 
of E. 8. Hooley & Co. was announced on 
the floor of the Stock Exchange, and at 
noon the failure of a Boston member of the 
Exchange, William Bassett, was also 
nounced. The market, which had opened 
rather nervously in expectation that some- 
thing was going to happen, soon began to 
develop more strength than it had shown 
in many weeks,

The general belief that the worst was over 
and the resulting covering by shorts were 
the main causes for the strength of the 
market, but not a little was contributed 
thereto by the news, unofficial though it 
was, that in all probability both W. L.

THE HOOLEY FAILURE. 


The announcement of the failure of E. S. 
Hesiey & Co. was not unexpected. Rumors 
that the firm was in trouble were going 
around as early as Friday last. On that 
day, however,/ members of the firm abso- 
lutely denied that they were in any way 
pressed. On Saturday, however, the stocks 
in which this firm was known to be espe- 
cially interested broke severely, and it be- 
came evident that unless the firm were 
helped out suspension would be hard to 
avoid. The two stocks which brought 
about the failure of the firm were Evans- 
vills and Terre Haute and Des Moines and 
Fort Dodge. The connection of the firm 
with both these railroads had on previous 
occasions furnished Wall Street with in- 
teresting episodes. 

The firm of E. S. Hooley & Co. was or- 
ganized June 30, 1902. It was composed of 
Edwin 8. Hooley, Frank E. Brumley, the 
Doard member, and Norbert Heinsheimer. 
Before that time the firm was known as 
Rolston & Hooley, and previously as Rol- 
ston & Bass. The firm at one time did a 
very large wire business with Chicago and 
Boston, Thomas W. Lawson of the latter 
city having had a special wire running into 
its office. Some time ago, however, this 
wire was taken out. The assignee of the 
firm is L. B. Rolston of Turner, Rolston & 
Horan, an assignment to whom for the 
benefit of creditors was filed in the County 
Clerk's office yesterday morning. 

The assignee and members of the firm de-

When the annual meeting 
of Des Moines and Fort Dodge was held, 
early in June, it was,;stated that Rock 
Isiand made no effort’to hold control of 
the property, which had passed to W. L. 
Stow, Edward Hooley, and a small syndi- 
cate of the friends of these capitalists. The 
Statement wa current that Rock Island re- 


tained a certain amount of the stock, and 
counted on ultimately becoraing egair the 
owner of the road. 

At the time of the purchase of control 
by this syndicate a statement was iseued

~- THE DAY'S MARKET. 


As for the market itself, its behavior was 
an agreeable surprise to most people.

The market history of the day is briefly 
told. After opening generally heavy and 
lower than the prices sent over by Lon- 
don, (whose market for Americans was 
relutively steady,) prices here sold off fur- 
ther for the first half hour—or until a few 
minutes after the announcement of the 
Hooley faiiure. From that time on there 
was marked and almost constant improve- 
ment, With most important stocks advanc- 
ing from 2 to %- points each from the low 
of the day and with nearly ali of them cles- 
ing at practically the top prices.

Despite this, the market did not 
open in the demoralized conditions that 
the bears had predicted. Indeed, there were 
no signs of demoralization, though gener- 
ally priceS were off from Saturday's close.

In a statement issued after the close of 


business to-day, Assignee Nutter said that | 


the secured indebtedness would aggregate 
$900,000, and the unsecured, $300,000. 
could not estimate the value of the assets. 

Mr. Nutter said: ‘“ The assignment is 
due to the general decline in the security 
market, not to any outside 
Mr. Bassett was unable to care 
loans, and his position was such 
seemed better to stop than get in deeper. 
A statement will be submitted to creditors 
within a few days.”’

Charles Pechner and Willis Munro Re- 
sign—Both Had Been Reprimanded. 


It was officially announced at the Dist- 
rict Attorney’s office yesterday that De- 
puty Assistant District Attorneys Charles 
Pechner, who is a son-in-law of *Borough 
President Cantor, and Willis Munro had 
tendered their resignations and that these 
had been accepted. They will take efféct on 
Sept. 1, and Messrs. Pechner ‘and Munro 
will enjoy leave of absence until then. 

Mr. Pechner recently was reprimanded

FUMES OF AMMONIA 


Bursting Pipe in Ruppert Ice Plant 
Results in a Tragedy. 


Four Men Seriously Hurt and Many 
Others Overcome by Deadly Gases 
—Heroism of a Policeman. 


Ruppert icemaking plant, 586 Southern 
Boulevard, close to the Harlem River, in 


yesterday morning killed three men and 
seriously hurt four others. It drove about 
150 men who were working on. the upper

Ruppért’s ice plant, which recently 
passed under the control of the Riverside 
Ice Company, was erected about four years 
ago, It is a four-story brick buyilding. 
The engine room where the explosion oc- 
curred is on the south side of the building. 
Here stand three double compressors, each 
operated by a compound engine of the 
Corliss type. Two of these ice machines 
have a capacity of 300 tons a day each, 
and the one to the east, which blew up, 
made 500 tons of ice a day. 

Schmidt, who was on duty ail night, first 
noticed that the bearings of the big ma- 
chine were heating at about 6 o'clock in 
the morning. He stopped the machine, ac- 
cording to John Ericsson, the chief engi- 
neer, who arrived soon after, and found 
that the oil channels had become clogged. 
He proceeded to clear them, but omitted 
to close the two suction valves through 


which the ammonia, expanded into gas in 
the freezing process, is compressed again 
to the point of liquefaction, with the result 
that a quantity of liquefied ammonia accu- 


i mulated in the pump cylinder. 


When an attempt was made to start the 
engines the pump plunger struck against 
this liquefied ammonia and stopped. Labor- 
ers were sent for, and the great flywheel 
of the machine was slowly pried around 
with beams. Then, supposing that the 
liquid ammonia had been worked out of the 
cylinder, Ericsson stepped to the throttle 
and gave the engine steam. The pump 
rose, and as it reached the end cf the 
is believed to have veacountered 
a mass of fluid still lodged in the cylin- 
der. 

With the report of a heavy cannon, the

and shattered against the ceiling 
feet above, and a vast outburst of 
deadly ammonia instantly filled the room 
with a dense white vapor, constantly in-

That was a wide one and wide open. Three 
reacLed it at once, but the others fell to the 
floor.

pipes in the freezing. rooms being of fre- 
quent occurrence. 70es and the engineer 
stumbled cover Schmidt's body and pulled it 
into the street. 

The pchceman plunged again into the 
deadly fumes and caught up Mortarwitz, 
who was lying under the pump. He dragged 
him across the floor, but as he lifted his 
heavy burden he opened bis protecting hel- 
met where it hung upon his chest, and 
the gas entered it and overcame him. He 
fell unconscious at the door. Dr. Foster 
of “Lincoln Hospital revived him, but he 
fainted several times in the ambulance on 
the way to the hospital. 

Goss has been a policeman four years. 
He has twice received honorable mention 
for bravery and a gold medal for saving 
a man from drowning in the East River. 
The gas percolated through a small spiral 
stairway and through the openings for the 
pipe until in a very few minutes the at- 
mosphere throughout the whole structure 
was unbreathable. Most of the men gained 
the roof, but those who went to the win- 
dows hung as far out as they could, shout- 
ing for help. Foreman Traum and Charles 
Iffland were found overcome at the foot of 
the stairs leading to the room from the top 
floor. The 
the crews of Hook and Ladder Company 14, 
from East One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street, and Noe 17, from East One Hun- 
dred and Forty-third Street, who helped 
many across to the roof of the piano fac- 
tory of Bollermann & Son, adjoining the ice 
plant on the east, where the invading 
fumes caused a suspension of work for an 
hour or more, 

There was no need to establish police 
lines, although great crowds ran toward 
the Nice plant after the ambulances and 
firemen. The fumes of the ammonia kept 
all spectators at a distance at which they 
did not interfere with the rescuers. 

it was thought that every one was out- 
side of the building when the engine room 
force noticed that nothing had been seen 
of the assistant engineer, Charles Katz, 
who had taken part in the efforts to start 
the big engine. A careful search was made 
for him, and he was reported to the police 
as missing At 106 o'clock he was found, 
barely conscious, in the cellar beneath the 
engines. His back was raw from the effects 
of the ammonia, quantities of which he had 
inhaled. At the hospital it was said late 
yesterday that he would probably die. 
Katz had either been blown’ or fallen into 
the wheeipit, and had crawled about fif- 
teen feet from the opening to where he 
was found. He was close to a pool of oil, 
with which he had laved his face while 
able, greatly neutralizing the effects of the 
was. Ho was finally found by Congressman 
Jacob Ruppert, Jr., and an employe, who 
had been making a search in gafety 
helmets. 


FOUGHT HARD TO DIE. 


Three Men Required to Rescue Would- 
Be Suicide from River, 


Thomas Casey, Edward Cunningham) and 
John O'Neill, hands employed on a Dock 
Department tug, had a desperate struggle 
in rescuing John Walsh, fifty-three years 
old, living at 315 Eckford Street, Green- 
point, who attempted suicide yesterday 
morning by jumping overboard from the 
ferryboat Kentucky, which plies between 
Greenpoint and Twenty-third Street.

A PUPPET OF OCEAN WINDS. 


"Steamship Alberta Encountered Mid-At- 
lantic Storm Which Constantly 
Shifted Direction. 


The Austrian steamship Alberta, Capt. 
Russanich, in yesterday from the Mediter- 
ranean, ran into a eyclone on the way over 
that was so severe that oll bags had to be 
thrown into the ocean to quiet the turbulent 
seas, On Friday, when the Alberta was 
several hundred miles east of the Hook, 
the gale which was to be the forerunner of 
the cyclone gathered. 

At 11 o'clock on the morning of that day 
the wind freshened, and in less than an 
hour such a heavy gale was blowing from 
the south-southeast that the liner had to 
run before the storm. The storm con- 
tinued until 4 P. M., when the wind shifted 
to the southwest . 

Half an hour later the sea was calm, but 
it was only for a few minutes. Then sud- 
denly a terrific wind came out of the north- 
east, and in twenty minutes the seas were 
rising again from all directions like boiling 
wat en minutes later the wind shifte 
agamn, this time to the north, and in five 
minutes was blowing a hurricane, accom- 
panied by terrific seas. 

For an hour the wind blew with relentless 
fury, coming out in great gusts of varied 
intensity. While the storm was at its 
height oil bags were thrown into the sea, 
and the results achieved were recorded on 
the log as “splendid.” That night the 
storm subsided and the rest of the voyage 
was pleasant. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


UNIroRM TAXATION.—The Supreme Court 
of Georgia has given a decision (Becket 
vs. Mayor, &c., 44 Southeastern Reporter, 
819,) to the effect that while an attorney 
at law who engages in the business of lend- 
ing money is subject to a lawful municipal 
tax imposed upon all money lenders, an 
ordinance which seeks to tax attorneys at 
law who lend money without taxing other 
money lenders is violative of that provis- 
ion of the Constitution which requires that 
“all taxation shall be uniform upon the 
same class of subjects."’ The court said in 
part: “If an attorney at law engages in 
the business of lending money he is as 
much subject to taxation on such business 
ag are other money lenders who are not 
attorneys; and it may be competent for the 
Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Savan- 
nah to treat the advertising of money to 
lend as an offer to transact the business 
of money lending, and to impose a tax on 
those who advertise money to fend or other- 
wise engage in the business of money lend- 
ing. Conceding that this is true, and that 
the city authorities had this power, the or- 
dinance under discussion is still illegal, for 
it does not use the power in a lawful man- 
ner. While an attorney at law who engages 
in a business not a part of his profession 
may be subject to @ tax imposed upon all 
engagd in: such business, he cannot be 
taxed on such business merely because he 
is an attorney and without taxing all others 
in such business, he cannot be 
might be imposed upon all money lenders, 
and an attorney at law would be subject 
thereto, but attorneys who lend money can- 
not be so taxed when other money lenders 
are not.”

Duty TO KEEP SAFE 
SERVANT’S WORKING PLAcE.—‘“It is 
settled,”” says the June number of The 
Harvard Law Review, ‘that a master is 
under a non-delegable duty to provide a 
safe working place for his employes. It is 
also well settled that he must by proper 
inspection and repair provide that the place 
shal! not later become unsafe through nat- 
ural causes. It is not so well settled that 
there is a similar duty Where the subse- 
quent unsafety is due to the acts of the 
servants themselves in the progress of their 
work. It is submitted, however, that this 
third case should be assimilated to the 
others, and a recent New York decision is 
authority for that view. Smployes en- 
gaged under a foreman in excavating un- 
dermined a mass of lime, rendering it un- 
safe. The ‘plaintiff's decedent, sent to 
work under it, was killed. As it appeared 
that by a reasonably frequent inspection 
the master could have discovered the dan- 
ger, he was held liable. (Simone vs. Kirk, 
173 N. ¥. 7.)"" If a master delegates to a 
servant the performance of his personal 
duty to provide and maintain a safe place 
for work, he 4s liable to his other employes 
for the servant's negligence in performing 
it. This liability does not arise from that 
rule of law requiring a master to answer 
for the acts of his servant, known as the 
doctrine of respondeat superior, for, i it 
did, the fellow-servant rule—the rule ex- 
empt a master from Hability to an em- 
ploye where the latter is injured through 
the negligence of a fellow-servant—would 
be a defense. ‘ The liability is,’’ continues 
The Review, “rather a part of that public 
policy which gives rise to the personal du- 
ties themselves—the necessity of protect- 
ing human life. It is clear that masters 
would avoid their personal responsibility 
if by delegating it they could do so. The 
rule therefore results that there are certain 
duties aeouting safety with/regard: to the 
negligent performance of which by his 
servant a master cannot assert that his 
other employes have assumed the risk. The 
reason for the existence of this rule would 
demand its extension to the third class. 
The humane policy of protection would 
come to nothing if the master; after origi- 
nally providing a safe place, were allowed 
to permit the progress of the work to sur- 
round the servants With unnecessary dan- 
gers.”
